LORD MOYNE’S STATEMENT 


No Definite Rejection 


[From our Lobby Correspondent 


[wo Ministers made statements in the House of Lords 
on luesday in reply to a question. in which Lord Davies 
asked the Government whether they could state the total 
number of Jews and Arabs. respectively enlisted in His 
Majesty's Forces since the beginning of the war: whether 
the offer of the Jewish Agency to recruit a Jewish Division 
lor service in any theatre of war has been accepted; and if 
so what steps had been taken to give effect to this arrange- 
ment. 

lord Croft, Under-Secretary for War, in reply said that 
no statistical information was available to show the totals 
asked for by Lord Davies, but the number of Palestinians 
serving at the beginning of October, 1941. in various units 
of the Army in the Middle East was: Palestinian infantry 
companies, 1,359 Jews and 1,032 Arabs: serving in units 
such as. R.E.. R.A.S.C., 3,334 Jews and 502 Arabs; Auxiliary 
Military Pioneer Corps, 2.835 Jews and 1,321 Arabs: Port 
Opcrating (¢ ompanies, 457 Jews and S28 Arabs: total, 7.985 
Jews and 3.383 Arabs. It would be seen, said Lord Croft, 
that, the substantial number of Palestinian Jews were 
already serving in various branches of the Army... It was 
found, however, that the formation of a Jewish Division 
would present. very serious practical difficulties, but 
encouragement had been given to. the recruitment of 
Palestinian Jews to units of the British Army. 


Jewish Army Accepted in Principle 

Lord Moyne, Secretary. of State for the Colonies, said 
that, referring to the offer of the Jewish Agency, the 
Government decided at the end of 1940 to accept in 
principle the project submitted by Dr. Weizmann on behalf 
Of the Zionist Organisation to recruit partly in Palestine up 
to about 3,000, and. partly in the United States and else- 
where up to, say, 7,000, making a total of 10,000 for a 
Jewish Force, which would be incorporated in the British 
Army and train in this country. The late Lord Lloyd. saw 
Dr. Weizmann at the beginning of January of this vear 
and conveyed to him the Government's decision. When he 
(Lord Moyne) succeeded. Lord Llovd and in due course 
took up the discussion with Dr. Weizmann. he found that 
Various points which had been raised by Dr. Weizmann 
on behalf of the Jewish Agency were. still outstanding. 
Ihe War Office at that time reached the conclusion that 
there was early possibility of bringing such a Force 
within their programme of expansion, and Dr. Weizmann 
was intormed before he went to America last March that 
consideration of the scheme would have to be postponed 
Owing to difficulties of equipment. 


Dr. Weizmann'’s “ Ultimatum’ 


Ihe House. would notice that the negotiations never 
reached a final stage and they were put off from time to 
lime Owing to military reasons. 


_ Atter Dr. Weizmann’s return from the United States, he 
informed him (Lord Moyne) that owing to various reasons 
it was no longer convenient to leave the matter open, and 
he would prefer a definite refusal to another uncertain 
postponement. 


The matter was again very carefully considered by the 
Government with the advice of the Departments con- 
cerned, and the final answer was conveved to Dr. Weizmann 
on October 15 that the War Office saw no prospect of 
accepting the proposal under present conditions. 

He knew, said Lord Moyne, that there had been a great 
deal of disappointment over this matter, but it would be 
understood that conditions and equipment were different 
now from what they were a few months before we were 
sending such large assistance to Russia. He thought Lord 
Davies would realise that there could be no question of 
pledges or promises in a case of this kind where not only 
had the details never been settled, but no conflicting interest 
could possibly be allowed to override the dominating con- 
sideration of the best use of man-power and equipment. 
_Lord Strabolgi said: “1 should like to ask a question 
rising out of the statement by the Leader of the House 
(Lord Meyne). He did not make it quite clear, I think,

A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held at Woburn 
House on Sunday. Professor S. Brodetsky (Leeds, United), 
the President. was in the chatr. 

Replying to questions pul by Mr. M. W. Domb (Order Ache 
Brith and Shield of Abraham), Professor Brodetsky said that 
£800 had been paid by the Deputies’ Appeal to the Chiet 
Rabbi's Kasher Canteen Conimittee. The total sum estimated 
by the Kasher Canteen-Commitice for 40 centres of 100 persons 
was £4,800 for one year. While the Hon, Officers of the Board 
did not think the £800 paid over was sufficient to allow the 
Committee to carry through its duties, the President pointed 
out that the estimates put down in connection with the Appeal 
a year ago were based on anticipated expenditure in different 
directions but since then these estimates. had been considerably 
upsel by increases m the cost of Various items Because of the 
increase in the whole problem of evacuation from other centres 
than London. the amount which it was anticipated the Appeal 
would put at the disposal of the Board, £54,000, had not been 
reached, although officially the sum had been exceeded im the 


‘Appeal itsell Owing to the arrangements with regard to the 


covenants. the actual sum paid so far was only about halt 
that. with the result that allocations must necessarily be based 
upon the amount in hand and not on the amount which would 
come in in the tuture. Steps were being taken mmmediaicly to 
increase the amount of money available.

POLISH CABINET REPEALS 
CITIZENSHIP LAW 


Measure That Hit Jews 


The Polish Cabinet has abrogated the notonous Citizenship 
Law of 1938 which provided that Poles residing abroad could 
be deprived of their Polish citizenship if their activities were 
detrimental to Poland, if ‘they had lived outside Poland for 
more than five years and had lost touch with the country. or 
if they refused to obey an instruction to return to Poland. 
Polish Jews who lost their citizenship in this way were affected, 
as a rule, by the second of these three provisions. 

Although the decision of the Cabinet will not be retroactive, 
it is understood that the treatment of cases of lost citizenship 
will be sympathetic 

Despite the fact that the law of 1938 has not been operative 
in practice since the war, there was no definite guide to officials 
in the matter, and thus considerable confusion was caused. 
It will be recalled that as long ago as the time when the seat of 
the Polish Government was in France, Dr. Schwarzbart intro- 
duced into the National Council a proposal for the repeal of 
the second provision of the law, which he again argued during 
the budget debate in the Council in London. 


AMERICAN JEWRY’S AID FOR BRITAIN 
25 per cent of Civilian Total 


Twenty-five per cent. of all civilian aid to Britain from the 
United States comes from Jewish sources, it was reported at 
the Inter-American Jewish Congress in Baltimore this week 
(and reported also on page 11). The conference urged all 
American Jewish organisations to continue maximum aid for 
Britain, 


NAZIS’ LATEST GHETIO

All Jews for Russian Interior 


Addressing a meeting at Berlin University last week, Dr. 
Frank, Gauleiter of Nazi Poland, announced that it has 
been decided to transport the Jews of the Reich and the 
occupied territories to the interior of Russia, some 600 
miles farther east than the district of Lublin, where it had 
originally been intended to concentrate them.

the region of Kharkev,. where they would be immediately under 
the dominion of Alfred Rosenberg, the new Reich Commissioner

the Appeal will not be sufficient to permit of allocations bein 
made on the scale originally contemplated, and the question o 
allocations is also bound up with the fact that since the Appeal 
was’ launched costs of services have considerably increased, 
and the need for work in reception areas has expanded trom 
those to which London evacuees went, to areas which received 
evacuees from provincial towns. The Executive Officers were 
charged with the task of investigating the needs of the various 
purposes of the Appeal, in relation to the money estimated 
as available at the end of the year, and to make recommendations 
accordingly as to allocations.” 

“ The Committee considered and approved a proposal from 
the Joint Emergency Committee that the Board shall act as 
the convener of a conference, to consider a scheme for financing 
Jewish religious education on the basis of communal taxation.” 

Professor Brodetsky said that an effort was being made during 
the present month and next month to obtain very substantial 
contributions from certain sections of the community, par- 
ticularly the United Synagogue, They hoped that the sum of 
£57,000 would be considerably increased. 

Replying to Mr. David Goldblatt (Aberdeen), who asked 
what were the relations between the Chief Rabbis Kasher 
Canteen Committee and the Board in this matter, the President 
said the Committee was autonomous and desired to set up 
in various reception areas opportunities for the supply of 
kasher food, in which the Board's Appeal was interested. The 
Executive of the. Board was. therefore, ready at all times to hear 
what the Committee desired in the way of allocation and 
to do its very best to meet those desires. There had been, 
he said, during the last few weeks a considerable amount of 
conversation between the representatives of the Board and of 
this Committee. At the present moment they were expecting 
some detailed information about the work of the Commitice 
and, turther, at the last meeting of the Executive Committee, 
the Ofhicers were asked to draw up a scheme of allocation. He 
necd hardly say that the Committee would receive its due share 
of attention. 


An Appeal to Zionist Fund-Raisers 


Mr. Domb, stressing the fact that the destinies of the Jewish 
Community were intimately bound up with the results of this 
Appeal, suggested that the Zionist Organisation should conside: 
whether part of the funds they were raising in an excellent 
manner and for an excellent cause could be earmarked for 
cultural activities among Anglo-Jewish youth. 

Mr. L. Bakstansky (Lodzer) interpreted this suggestion as mean- 
ing that there should be a joint appeal for Zionist and educa- 
tional purposes in this country, But his own experience, he 
said, led him to the very definite conviction that joint appeals 
im the end raised less funds than were raised proportionately 
by each object if it worked for its own end 

Mr. Leo Elton (United Synagogue) suggested that Zionists 


‘could help, when they had an intensification of the Appeal, by 


secing to it that there was no Zionist appeal clashing with it. 

Dealing with the paragraph relating to the proposed con- 
ference to consider a scheme for communal taxation for religious 
education, the President said that the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee was naturally very much concerned about the question 
of funds. The suggestion had been made that this conference 
should be convened by the Board. But he wanted to make it 
quite. clear that there was not behind the suggestion the further 
one that the Board should take over in any way the functions 
of the Emergency Committee. 

It was felt, however, by those who had made the suggestion 
that, in order to make such a discussion and the launching of 
such an idea in the community more fruitful. it would be 
advisable to use the authority of the Board for that purpose. 
And so the Executive Committee considered and approved 
the proposal. The conference would take place on December 14. 

fr. Isaac Landau (United Synagogue) again raised the 
question of Jewish internees in Australia, whose position was 
sill unsatisfactory He had. he said, raised-this matter on 
three successive occasions, and he now gave forward notice 
that unless some. satisfactory answer was forthcoming on the 
steps being taken in the matter he would table a motion on 
what the responsibility of the Board was in regard to the 
whole matter. The time had arrived for the Board to take the 
initiative in making representations to the Government § in 
regard to this question—to see whether the sad lot of these 
poor internees could not be ameliorated 

Protessor Brodetsky replied that every action they could take 
was being taken. But if Mr. Landau wished to press for other 
action, he could do so. 

The report was adopted 

The Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, Dr. 
M. Epstein (United Synagogue), moved the report of that 
Committee. 


Synagogue War-Damage Scheme 


In the course-of the report it was stated: 

“ The Committee received a report of the conference called 
to discuss the establishment of a central commitice in regard 
to war damage to Synagogue property. Six of the seven London 
Synagogal bodies were represented, and fourteen representatives 
of thirteen provincial congregations were also present. A con- 
siderable number of provincial Synagogues which were unable 
to send representatives sent letters indicating their acceptance 
of the proposals that would emerge from the Conference. The 
conference had before it a scheme prepared by the United 
Synagogue. The scheme was discussed in detail, its implications 
exhaustively examined, and recommendations were adopted by 
the conference tor reference to all Synagogue bodies and pro- 
vincial Synagogues.” 

“ The Ministry of Food has issued a new Poultry Order which 
is now in force, prescribing new prices for kasher poultry. 
The prices cover the charge of 4d. per bird, which the Shechita 
authorities throughout the country have agreed to charge in 
respect of their services. The Order further prescribes that 
after December |, 1941, all poultry sold as kasher must have 
affixed a label issued by a Shechita Authority included in. the 
list of properly constituted authorities notified by the Rabbinical 
Commission to the Ministry of Food, Persons offering for sale 
poultry purporting to be kasher, which does not bear the label 
of a Shechita Authority, will be guilty of an offence under 
the laws of the country, and subject to serious penalties.” 

A section of the report dealt with the recent Government 
Order to requisition all external iron railings and gates unless 
they come wiihin certain categories of exemption. “ The Chief 
Rabbi and a representative of the Board (states the report) met 
a representative of the Ministry of Works and Buildings, who 
asked for the Community's co-operation in so far as Synagogues 
were concerned, The Chief Rabbi has given his full support to 
the salvage campaign. The Committee recommends that the 
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Board should communicate with all Synagogues throughout the 
country urging upon them the desirability of assisting in the 
national war effort, and help the Ministry's campaign by offering 
their external iron railings and gates for salvage.” 

The report was carried, 

The report of the Joint Foreign Committee was presented by 
Mr. Leonard J. Stein (Anglo-Jewish Association). 

After describing the position of the Jews in Europe so far 
as it is known to date, the report goes on: 

“In its further consideration of post-war problems, the com- 
mittee gave special attention to the question of equality of 
citizenship, and set up a sub-commitice to consult with 
authorities with whom the committee is in contact on certain 
important aspects of this question which have arisen im the 
committee's discussions.” 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) quoted reports of 
the terrible atrocities committed against the Jews in Eastern 
Europe, and asked members to use their influence with those 
gentlemen, now in this country, not to interfere with the 
demands that were put forward for creating a Jewish National 
Home which would enable them to get out millions of Jews 
from that hell. 

The President, after referring to the unutterable depths of 
savagery to which the Rumanians had sunk in their murderous 
attacks on the Jews, said that the sufferings of Jews in the last 
few years, and especially since the attack on Russia, had been 
such as to make them consider the question of the future ol 
Jews as a problem not necessarily in accordance with the lines 
of the past. But he was not in a position to undertake to see 
that members of the Board spoke in a particular direction. 
The essence of the Board was that it was a democratic body in 
which everybody expressed himself freely. But he would like 
this freedom of expression to be associated with a full sense 
of responsibility (applause) 

He thought attention should be drawn to the question, men- 
tioned in the report, of equality of citizenship, which had been 
taken up as a special issue by the Joint Foreign Cormmitice, 
and which had been entrusted to a special sub-committec. 

The report was adopted. 


T.A.C, and Government Departments 


Ihe Chairman of the Defence Committee, Mr. M. Gordon 
Liverman, J.P. (Dublin United), moved the report of the 
commuttee 

Matters dealt with in the report included the tollowing: 

A letier signed by the President of the Board of Deputies 
and Chairman of the Defence Committee, asking for the views 
of provincial Synagogues has been circulated with a view to 
obtaining their opinion on the question of sanctions. On the 
basis of them replies a scheme will be drawn up. 

“ Steps are being taken to obtain the views of organisations 
and experts on the subject of statistics with the object of prepar- 
ing a scheme in conjunction with the proposals made by the 
Trades Advisory Council for the creation of a Statistical Bureau 

“ The question of relations between the T.A.C. and Govern- 
ment Departments was raised, and it Was stated that the T.AC 
would not seck interviews with Ministers of the Crown without 
the knowledge of the Board of Deputies and without one ol 
the Hon. Officers or a representative of the Board being present 
at such interview, 

“In view of the changed circumstances and the importance 
of the work in the reception areas, it was announced that the 
Central Lecture Committee had expressed thei readiness, 10 
future, to provide lecturers for Jewish as well as non-Jewish 
organisations,” - 

Mr. Harry Samuels (Newcastle Old) said since the Board was 
last reported to on the question of sanctions, an cxperment 
had already been made by Leeds. But he hoped that those 
who were critical in principle of the whole question of sanctions 
would not be misled and become more critical because of some 
loopholes and defects in the Leeds scheme 


Defects in Leeds Plan 


Ihe first detect was that the final decision was left to the 
local body. If.they were to deal with this matter at all, the 
whole of Anglo-Jewry had to be treated alike, and therctore, 
as soon as possible they had to have this question of sanctions 
under the control of a central tribunal to secure uniformity of 
treatment. 

Secondly, the Leeds “ sanctions” were contined to war 
offences only. Surely the test that must be applied. was, “ Is 
the conduct of the offender discreditable to a degree which 1s 
likely to endanger the Community?” They could not dis- 
criminate between war offences and other kinds 

Mr. Samuels said he thought they had to move much quicker 
if they were going to satisfy the rightly impatient Community 
with regard to this unsatisfactory aspect of their communal 
lite at the present day. 

Mr. Isaac Landau objected to what he described as “ the very 
extraordinary statement ” in the report, that the Trades Advisory 
Council had stated that they would not approach Government 
Departments without the knowledge of the Board. Surely, as 
they had accepted responsibility for the Council, the least they 
could expect was that. belore they went to the Government 
Department it should not’ be with the knowledge of the Board, 
but with the prior approval of the Board 

Mr. Liverman, replying, said he fully agreed with what Mr. 
Samuels had said, but added that if they wanted to exercise 
any real authority on the subject of sanctions, they had to 
carry the good will of the Community and a great moral 
authority which, after all, was their only weapon. For this 
reason, their pace might not be as fast as Mr. Samuels in his 
enthusiasm would wish it to be. They were very much interested 
in the Leeds initiative and felt that before very long the whole 
matter could, and would, be centralised. But i would be a 
mistake to attempt centralisation unless uo carmed with ut the 
good will and co-operation of the Community which they were 
irying to achieve as a result of ther questionnaires 

Mr. Liverman suggested that Mr. Landau had read into the 
other paragraph something which was, perhaps, not quite a 
correct interpretation. It reported what they all wanted to be 
carried on—collaboration between the Council and the Board. 
There was in this paragraph a complete safeguard against an 
irresponsible approach to a Government Department 


Paragraph Referred Back 


Mr. Landau moved the reference back of the paragraph, 
because, he said, he was not satisfied that the T.A.C., being 
under their auspices, had any right at all to make representations 
to the Government. 

The reference back was seconded by Mr. Stanley H. Burton 
(Harrogate). 

During the discussion, Mr. Barnett Janner (Leeds, United) 
expressed the opinion that it should be made clear that, before 
a Minister was approached by the 1.A.C. or any other body 
which was affiliated to them, the Board «self must give its 
sanction. through its officers or through its executive. If the 
paragraph in. question’ did not mean that, nu should certainly 
be considered again. 

Mr. Liverman said that, having regard to the very great 
importance of this issue, and in order to avoid any possible 
misunderstanding or anxiety, he would like, with the permission 
of the Board, to withdraw the paragraph for further considera- 
tion. 

The Board agreed, and the report was otherwise adopted.

whether this matter could be reopened later on. We have 
just heard from Lord Croft (in another discussion) about 
the need for an army of men, and we gather we have had 
an offer of 10,000 soldiers. I take it that the matter can 
be reopened.” 

Lord Moyne: “ Dr. Weizmann asked for a final answer. 
1 am afraid that I cannot say whether it would be of any 
use to reopen the matter.” 


COMMONS DISCUSSION 


Colonel Wedgwood Denounces Appeasers 
THE CAIRO CLIQUE 


Colonel J. C. Wedgwood, speaking in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday, said that the refusal of a distinctive Jewish Army 
to the British Army recruited from Jews in Palestine and 
America and from ‘refugees in this country had been a great 
set-back to a genuine desire to help in the world effort for Iree- 
diom It was not as though this. was to have been a/ Free 
French, Polish. or Dutch Force, but merely an independent 
Jewish unit officered by the British. Most of the expense was 
to have been found by American Jews. This offer, after 
having been accepted in principle, has now been rejected. He 
was sorry for Dr, Weizmann and the Zionists who had pinned 
their faith to this offer, because they had been mustakenly 
denounced by their people. He did not think the fault was 
duc to the Prime Minuzster 

Colonel Wedgwood then read out the message from Mr. 
Churchill to the Centenary Number of THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 
He was very glad, he said, to sce that message from the Prime 
Minister. He only wished he had made ut in this House. This 
Force turned down by the Cabinet had not been turned down 
by the wish of the Prime Ministes 
“Dealing with other factors, Colonel Wedgwood pointed out 
that it was said that we should be committed if we gave the 
Jews an opportunity of forming themselves into a fighting force 

that we should be committed in gratitude or im honour at 
a Peace Conference and that that committal might be tncon- 


venient We were already committed over and over again to 
the Jews We were committed to them in the last war, and 
this war did not decrease our commitment. He thought we 


should use the Jews, and that we should use the Africans, 
Indians, and other coloured people agamst the Herrenvolk 

He regarded the reluctance on the part of the War Office to 
employ these Jewish people as a bad heritage of the old days 
The Jews were put into the Pioneer Units, but were not put into 
the “Army to fight 


Appeasement 


There was also, said Colonel Wedgwood, an objection to 
raising a Jewish Army which had never been put On paper 
but was nevertheless present in the minds of every one of us. 
It was thought that the Egyptians, Arabs, and lraqis would not 
like it if the Jews were fighting for us. He was quite certam 
they would not like nt. It would be a reflection on them. They 
were not fighting for us, nor were their Governments anxious 
to do so. But would it matter if they did not like 1? Possibly 
the appeasers who had framed the whole of our policy in the 
Near. East for the last 25 years thought that if we were to allow 
the Jews to fight with us as Jews, the Arabs and Egyptians and 
Iragis would help Hitler. Anybody who knew the Near Fast 
knew they would not do so. . The attitude of the Egyptians 
and Arabs and Iragis towards this country would not be 
aflected in the least by the creation of a Jewish Army. 

Who were the appeasers who had resisted the formation of 
a Jewish Army? asked Colonel Wedgwood. The head and centre 
was in Cairo and in the British Embassy in Cairo, There, there 
had been not only King Farouk and the Arabs, but. he thought 
also the Itahans. It seemed we were to lose the enthusiastic 
co-operation of Jews throughout the world, whom we should 
need in battle. Our good name would also be lost. If we had 
to retire through Palestine to the Canal, we would leave half 
a million unarmed Jews—-unarmed not by their will but by 
ours--to be massacred by Hutler's murderers. We should blot 
indelibly the whole of British history 

If we would not allow Jews to fight for us, we rejected an 
offer which we were, of course, perfectly entitled to reject. 
But were we entitled either in honour or justice to prevent 
people getting arms to defend themselves” 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood replied to the Debate, which was a 
general one on various topics. He did not refer to the Jewish 
Army at all. He only said that it was unfair for any membér 
to suggest that we were not anxious to use, industrially and 
militarily, the services of those people who share our ideals 


FIELD-MARSHAL SMUTS’S STATEMENT 
Mr. Churchill’s Promise 


Mr. G. Mander (Lib., E. Welverhampton) asked the Prime 
Minister on Tuesday if he would make arrangements to have 
published as a White Paper and placed im the library of the 
House of Commons a copy of the recent specch made in South 
Africa by Field-Marshal Smuts on the subject of the mainten- 
ance of the policy of the National Home for Jews. 

Mr. Churchill repled that he had not seen the full text of the 
speech. As soon as copies could be obtained, he would be 
glad to arrange for one to be placed in the library of the 
House 


THe Chiel Rabbi and Dayan Rabbi M. Gollop (Senior Jewish 
Chaplain) conducted a special Jewish service which was attended 
by a large congregation ef troops in the Southern Command 
last week. the Chief Rabbi delivered the address.

ACCUSATIONS OF “ HAIR-SPLITTING ” 


From Mr. J. LINTON 
(Secretary, the Jewish Agency for Palestine) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CurRonicre 


Sixr,—On November 9, Dr. Weizmann stated that His Majesty's 
Government had “in substance " gone back on the promise 
concerning a Jewish Fighting Force given in September, 1940, 
and reaflrmed in March, 1941. The Government has not 
remonstrated against Dr. Weizmann’s statement: indeed. the 
Secretary for War tacitly admitted its accuracy by implication 
ig, a reply to a Parliamentary question put by Mr. Mander 
of November 18. It has been left to THe Jewisu CHronicie to 
discover that there was an “ approval in principle,” but no 
“ binding promise,” and no default when the Government went 
back on far-reaching preparations for putting the scheme into 
action. At the climax of the war the Jewish nation will not 
be satisfied with “an approval in principle put indefinitely 
into cold storage, and as they cannot renounce their claim to 
a Jewish Fighting Force, serving under its own name and 
standard, they must press for the immediate realisation of a 
promise now fifteen months old. Nor can we renounce the right 
of the Yishuv to take its proper place in the defence of Pales- 
tine, and to the recognition of the national identity of its sons 
who volunteer to bear arms.in the Allied Cause 

The position which you have taken up is the more singular 
and the more unenviable because it appears from the rest of 
your leading article of November 21 that vou uphold the demand 
for a Jewish Fighting Force. This will not be helped by the 
use of hair-splitting arguments more apt to. encourage the 
opponents of the scheme than to rally its supporters

“FREE IMMIGRATION OF JEWS INTO 
PALESTINE ” 


A Post-War Demand 


The conviction that Palestine is the only country willing and 
able to absorb the immigration of hundreds of thousands of 
uprooted European Jews after the war was expressed by Mrs. 
Manya Shochat, the Palestinian Labour leader, in an address 
to a public meeting organised by the North-West London 
Poale Zion, at 153, Finchley Road, Hampstead, in memory of 
the victims of the November, 1938, pogroms in Berlin. Mr. 
A. Vitebsky presided. 

Palestine, said Mrs, Shochat, was the only country which had 
responded in a constructive way to the tragedy of German Jewry. 
The Youth Aliyah movement was established, and 7,500 Jewish 
children from Germany, Austria, and Czechoslovakia were 
brought to Palestine. Thirty thousand more Jewish boys and 
girls could have been saved from the hell of Germany, Mrs. 
Shochat added, but the British Government would not grant 
them certificates, Those ‘children had been sacrificed to the 
god of appeasement 

After sixty years of colonisation experience, Mrs. Shochat 
continued, the Jews of Palestine had learned not to be afraid 
ot the bogy of “ economic absorptive capacity... The more 
capital they brought into the country, the better methods they 


employed in agriculture and industry, the bigger became the 
absorptive capacity of the country. ¢ brakes on their develop- 
ment were not economic but political. The whole Jewish people 
should unite in demanding the free immigration of Jews into 
Palestine after the war. 


PALESTINE’S IMPORTANT ROLE 
** Economist ” Suggests Special Trade Regulations 


* Although Palestine is not in a position to develop into a 
selt-sufficient country, it must play an important réle as an 
industrial supplier in any plan tor mobilising-+he capacities of 
the Middle Eastern countries for the war effort,” says an article 
in the Ecowomisr. “ Palestine can supply numerous types of 
consumers’ goods, and it is also extending the production of 
industrial and agricultural machinery, spare parts amd acces- 
sories. But the production of these commodities depends upon 
the import of raw materials and semi-finished products.” 

In order to regulate trade beneficially, the Economist sug- 
gests the imposition of embargoes on the import of goods 
which can be produced locally in sufficient quantities or are 
unessential: secondly, in the fixing of quotas for certain 
semi-essential goods; and thirdly, in Government aid in securing 
sufficient shipping space for raw materials for civil and milttary 
requirements and for certain types of industrial machinery. 
“ Palestine’s contribution to the war effort depends upon such 
measures, says the journal, “ and the sooner they are intro- 
duced the better it will be for the war effort ”

J.N.F. President’s Proposal 


RISE IN THE FUND’S INCOME 
Dr. Brodetsky on Jewish Army Project 


Addressing the delegates at the J.N.F. annual conference 
at Caxton Hall, last Sunday, Professor Samson Wright, 
President of the Jewish National Fund, said that there was 
a need for a greater degree of unity between the Zionist 
bodies. The Jewish National Fund was, in principle, in 
favour of united activity with its sister fund, but the 
officers of the J.N.F. had a clear policy, the purport of 
which had already been conveyed. It was a United 
Palestine Appeal based on unified Zionist activity. 

The income of the J.N.F. for the past two years, he said, was 
£150,000, quite apart from other sources of revenuc, such as the 
Joint .Land “Purchase Scheme. The ‘money actually sent to 
Palestine during the past two years was perhaps double the 
figure given in the balance-sheet. 

The Jews had to fight a war on two fronts, he continued. As 
British subjects, they were doing thei best tor the Allied 
victory, and as Jews they must see to it that there should also 
be a Jewish victory The one did not necessarily imply the 
other. But if the Jews of the world united and put their hearts 
into the task, there would be a Jewish victory. 

After the war there would be chaos in Europe, and millions 
of Jews would have to emigrate. Huge sums had to be raised 
so as to acquire land and be ready to receive those milhhons 
in Palestine. He was authoritatively informed that tt would 
be possible to increase Jewish land holdings in Palestine by 40 
per cent. It was the duty of the Jewish people in this country 
to raise the first million of the £10,000,000 that would be 
required, 

The Jewish Army would come. “ The rebufls we have 
experienced are only temporary An offer once made is turned 
down: the second time it meets with delays: the third time tt 
gets sympathetic consideration Sooner or later, if we are 
determined, we shall eet our way. And when we get that 
Jewish Army, it will be the spearhead of the real Jewish Army, 
the Jewish Army marching: to victory, an army of the whole 
Jewish people determined to win salvation by its achievements 
m Palestine.” 

Reports were delivered on behalf of the Assurance Depart- 
ment and the People’s Department. Dr. I. Fishman, Chairman 
of the J.N:-F, Education Committee, presented the report of the 
Youth Department. The Financial and Administrative Report

90,000 Dunams Acquired in Two Years 


Mr. Leopold Schen, addressing the conference for. the first 
time as Director of the J.N.F. in Great Britain, paid a tribute 
to the late Menahem Ussishkin 

Despite the Land Restrictions Ordinance, said Mr. Schen, the 
}.N.F. had in the last two years acquired 90.000 dunams of 
land, mobilising all financial resources. The leadership of the 
World Zionist Organisation was for the first time in the history 
of the J.N.F. leading in their work. Dr. Weizmann had accepted 
as the present-day policy of the Zionist Organisation the decision 
to acquire every dunam of land which was purchasable and 
to acquire it in the. shortest possible time. 

The J.N.F. had suffered by the subjugation of the Jéwish 
communities of Europe yet the voluntary income of the Fund 
had increased during the war.. In the first year of war it was 
£603,000; this year it was £620,000. There had been a great 
revolution in the attitude of Jewish people in Great Britain and 


in America. Jews were beginning to worry about their own 


future, to make preparations for themselves, and they could 
see only one country in. the world which could stretch out a 
hand to them, and that was Palestine. 

The J.N.F. wanted to make Palestine available to every Jew 
without distinction. They had found new ways and means, as 
for instance the Farm Cits Scheme, and the Joint Land Pur- 
chase Scheme. Up till September, 1940, during the: Palestine 
Victory Campaign, not less than £160,000 had been invested. 

The Jews had to be ready on the day of armistice with the 
practical possibilities of immigration for at least half a million 
Jews. The moment war was over there may be unemployment 


again in Palestine. “ We must see that the moment a man 
comes out of the army he goes straight on to the land so that 
there is not a single unemployed man throughout Palestine. 

Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P.. moved a resolution welcoming the 
great progress made by the Farm City Scheme and the estab- 
lishment of the Farm City Association for Great Britain and 
Ireland. It was an excellent scheme, he saidy for middle-class 
people. 

On the motion of Dr. Y. Krupenia, Chairman of the 
Central Committee of the People’s Department of the J.N.F., 
a resolution was passed expressing the approval of the Conter- 
ence at the establishment of that Department. 3 

The address at the Ussishkin Memorial Session was delivered 
by Rabbi I, J. Unterman, of Liverpool, and the Haskarah was 
recited by the Rev. S. Kusevitsky, of the Great Synagogue.

In spite of the war-time difficulties caused by the wholesale 
dispersal of communities and the considerable loss of box 
income, he said, the amount provided by the Anglo-Jewrtsh 
community during the past year for land redemption in 
Palestine had reached a record hgure. The Palestine Victary

Professor Brodetsky and the Jewish Army 


In his address to the Conference, Professor Selig Brodefsky

“ SUPPRESSING JEWISH NATIONAL 
IDENTITY ” 


London Journal’s Charge 


The need for a policy “ on truly big lines which would help 
to realise the national aspirations of both Arabs and Jews ” is 
stressed in an editorial in Time anp Tipe, commenting on Dr. 
Weizmann’s report on the Jewish Army. negotiations. 

“ The persistent refusal of the national name and flag to the

NAZIS SUPPRESS ZIONISM IN HOLLAND 


It is learned in Geneva, states Palcor, that according to ‘an 
order made by the occupying authorities of the Netherlands. the 
Zionistenbond, the Zionist Federation of Holland, has now been 
detinitely dissolved 

The Zionistenbond was the last Zionist federation to function 
in German-occupied territory. In July, 1941. the German 
authorities, while suspending the activities of the Zionist fund 
organisations in Holland, allowed the Federation to continue 
some of its work, which has now been stopped. 


A cable conveying “ cordial greetings and encouragement ”’ 
has been received by the Council of Continental Zionists. in 
London from the Zionist Executive in Palestine. The cable 
States that the Zionist Executive looks forward to the co-opera- 
tion of the Council “ in safeguarding the integrity of our move- 
ment and rebuilding after victory a great world organisation 
equal to our historic tasks.”

force. The Jews in Palestine represented Jews as Jews and 
nothing else but Jews. To-day there were currents of war 
which gave Palestine Jewry a place in the picture, both for 
defence and for. claims. 

The greatest ideal of ceriain Zionists and Jews was to whip 
the Jewish Agency. The British Press appeared to think 
differently even though the responsible Press all over the 
country was most anxious not to appear to oppose the British 
Government. He had not seen any significant newspaper that - 
had failed to declare on this matter that they saw no reason 
why there should not be a Jewish fighting force. It would have 
been much better policy for THe Jewish CuHronicie to have 
made clear what is the feeling of the overwhelming majority 
of the Jewish people in this country, rather than to indulge 
in exercises. 

The task of Zionists to-day was first-and foremost to produce 


public opinion among Jews and among non-Jews, promoting in 


this country an understanding of the Zionist position, and this 
had to be done to-day more than ever before in preparation 
for the great decisions which would have to be taken when 
the time came to establish the peace of the world. The duty 
of Zionists all over the world, and in this country in particular, 
was to make clear that Jews did not accept the view that they 
were a people who had to live essentially by the grace and 
charity of others, but that on the contrary they had the right 
to ask for their rights as human beings and as a nation. They 
had to say clearly and in a dignified manner that they wished 
to safeguard in Palestine the Jewish basis for the future and 
the establishment of a Jewish nation. It had to be made clear 
that if Jews were deprived of their rights as human beings, the 
righteousness of the whole world became a mockery and a 
farce. 

Dr. Brodetsky said that the J.N:.F. was the most important 
lever for promoting Zionism Land-purchase was the basis 
of their success in the arrangements for the new Palestine when 
peace came.

EDUCATION IN PALESTINE 


The Intrusion of Politics 


By ALBERT M. HYAMSON, OBE. 


The Annual Report of the Education Department of the 
Government of Palestme for the school year 1939-40 has just 
been received Not only does it contain information of con- 
siderable interest on Jewish education in Palestine, but it also 
throws sidelights on larger subjects. For instance, “ after the 
outbreak of war, German — remained open for some time. 
Later, the schools for German subjects were closed. but those 
attended by Arab children continued under the management of 
a special committee. Three schools were maintained in concen- 
tration camps for the benefit of German children durine the 
year . . . Although the Italian religious teachers were interned, 
those schools of which the buildings were not occupied for othe: 
Government purposes were stalled so far as possible with non- 
ftalian religious and with lay-teachers ... Certain French 
schools attended by Arabs which were in serious financial diffi- 
culties have also received Government assistance, and the Jewish 
schools of the Alliance Israélite Universelle are controlled by a 
Coemmitice consisting of the French Consul General and three 
head teachers under the chairmanship of the Government 
Director.” 

In, 1940, there were 82,601 Jewish children attending Jewish 
schools, of whom 56,900 attended those of the Vaad Teumi. 
Although the number of Arab children of school age far ex: 
ceeds twice the number of Jewish, only 93.845 of them were 
attending school. Of these, $4,367 were in Government schools. 
Among the 82,601 children in the Jewish schools all but 22 were 
Jewish The 93,845 children attending the Arab schools com- 
prised 66.936 Moslems, 25,307 Christians. 899 Jews. and 702 
others (Druzes, Samaritans, Mitamaleh. etc.) 

Ihe ratio of Arab to Jewish children of school age (4S to 15% 
years) was 100 to 25.69 and on this ratio the Gevern- 
ment expenditure on education was based In the Jewish 
and Christian communities, every child = of school age 
wit! very few exceptions attends school for a_ longe: o1 
shoritct period Among the Moslems the state of aflairs is very 
dificrent. It has been estimated that of the Moslem children in 
the towns eighty per cent. of the bovs and hity per cent. ol the 
girls attend school, In the villages the situation is far worse—‘40 
per cent. of the boys, four per cent. of the girls. 

Ihe administration of the Hebrew public schools is in the 
hands of the Executive Education Committee of the Vaad Leumi. 
bul another organisation, the Vaad ha-Hinnukh, also exercises an 
WH-detined authority A Government Jewish mspector attends all 
these schools, and the Bepartment of Education has for long 
striven hard to improve thei administration. _ The difficulties in 
the way of. this improvement have hitherto proved almost in- 
superable. “The present administrative system divides the schoals 
and authority over them between three Zionist parties, the 
General, the Mizrachi, and Labour. The intrusion of politics and 
ihe lack of a strong central control have been detrimental to the 
schools Ihe Government proposals, which aim at unification 
of control with the maximum of freedom in the school, have re- 
ceived considerable public support, but have not yet been given 
practical effect and a revised Education Code remains under con- 

deration. .. . The Vaad Leumi budget was presented after the 
opening of the year when unsanctioned commitments had been 
mcurred, and consequently was not approved by Government 

Ihe Vaad Leumi estimates of revenue other than the 
Government grant were also not realised in full and the Vaad 
Leumi Education Department is now heavily in debt.”

Dr. Weizmann’s statement on the suspension of the 
Jewish Army negotiations was not to be read as a counsel of 
inaction, declared Mr, Moshe Shertok, head of the Political 
Department of the Jewish Agency, in a comprehensive 
review of the political situation at a press conference in 
Jerusalem last week. « 

Mr. Shertok said that the Zionist leader had rendered an 
account to his constituents of a long series of efforts which had 
failed to bear fruit. Dr. Weizmann’s conclusion was not a 
counsel of inaction in the hope of something turning up. His 
call to Palestine Jews was a call for vigorous activity. He 
enjoined the Yishuy to enlist in the British Forces in ever- 
increasing numbers, and this call must be repeated from 
Jerusalem so that all those concerned might hear it. 
Volunteering for military service was not an act of favour; 
it was a moral obligation and a matter of honour and vital 
necessity. “* The attitude of others towards us can in no wa 
release us from our duty to ourselves.” Mr. Shertok added, 
“The Jewish people, which claims Tecognition from others, 
must first prove that it acts itself as a people conscious of its 
responsibilities and discharging its natural obligations. 

“ Action is the source of strength, and sustained positive 
effort. will eventually remove the ebstacles in our path,” he 
continued. “ Salvation cannot be achieved through inactivity. 
The defence of Palestine and the Middle East campaigns call 
for large numbers of additional recruits. There can be only 
one reaction to all dangers and - disappointments—immediate 
maximum enlistment.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


When The Sun Had Set 


HE oa vision which Jacob beheld while on the 

journey to his uncle Laban was not only remarkable 

in itself, but especially noteworthy in the time of its 
occurrence. During the years he lived in his father’s house 
no such experience befell him. Only when he was driyen 
forth into wandering. despondent and careworn, anxious 
about his future, were the eyes of the spirit opened to 
him, and he saw a ladder extending heavenwards, with 
angels ascending and descending upon it. This thought 
seems to be stressed in the Rabbinic treatment of the 
episode. The Rabbis noted the peculiarity of the phrase- 
ology: “ He lighted on the place and lodged there because 
the sun had set.” The normal narrative style of the Bible 
would be: “The sun had set and he lodged there.” The 
wording therefore suggests a deeper intention in the phrase 
“ because the sun had set.” Hence the Midrashic comment 
that God caused the sun to set before its time, so that 
Jacob should be forced to spend the night in that lonely 
spot. The darkness of night was intensified by the bareness 
of his surroundings; and that was the scene of the glorious 
vision that came to him. 


AN important lesson is accordingly taught us here. Most 

of us have the tendency to complain when the sun 
of happiness and fortune sets over us and we are plunged 
into the gloom of trouble or sorrow. We are in such 
circumstances only too ready to question the goodness of 
God and wonder how a loving Father could treat His 
children so harshly. Probably that was the state of Jacob's 
mind when he laid his head upon the stone for a pillow. 
Brought up as he had been in the exalted beliefs of God 
held by his father and grandfather, doubts may have crept 
into his heart when he found all the light and comfort 
gone out of his life. Where was the God Who had 
promised His protection and kindled such bright hopes of 
a great future for the house of Abraham? His doubts were 
answered in the vision of the night. He then learnt that 
the providential care of God was with him all the time, 
although he had been unaware of it. “Surely the Lord 
is in this place, but I knew it not,” was his exclamation on 
waking from his dream. But he learnt something of even 
greater importance, namely, his hard experiences were part 
of the Divine planning for his career and had their necessary 
purpose. It was wrong for him to suppose that God had 
withdrawn Himself or was indifferent because life then 
tasted bitter to him. 


THE hard blows of fate are frequently blessings in dis- 
guise. God did not create eternal day, and we should 
be thankful that He did not. The sunshine is so enjoyable 
because it is only intermittent. Were the sun to shine 
without ever setting, we should long for occasional darkness. 
Similarly, happiness, unclouded by any untoward incident, 
would not be the best experience for us; and the periods 
of gloom serve an essential purpose in our lives. Only 
under tbe stress of adverse circumstances are we spurred 
on to make our best effort and utilise our energies to the 
full, Character can be refined by pain and trouble. They 
who are sheltered against every unpleasant sensation and 
never know want or hardship are often people who are 
grossly self-centred. As fire purifies metal of its dross, so 
may suffering ennoble human nature. 

In the light of these ideas we understand the remarkable 
utterance of the Psalmist: “It was good for me that | was 
afflicted, that I might learn Thy statutes.” The Divine pre- 
cepts are more readily learnt, as the Divine visions are 
more quickly perceived, under the strain of affliction. Con- 
tinuing the same line of thought, the Rabbis compared the 
people of Israel to the olive: as the olive only yields its 
rich oil under pressure, so Israel only produces his best 
under suffering. And that this is true of human experience 
generally was remarked by Francis Bacon, when he wrote in 
one of his essays: “ Virtue is like precious odours, most 
fragrant when they are incensed and crushed; for prosperity 
doth best discover vice, but adversity doth best discover 
virtue.” 


“DECAUSE the sun had set.” As with our ancestor 

Jaceb, to us too come occasions when the sun sinks 
behind the horizon and the outlook is dark. At such times 
we also may behold a heavenly vision which sustains and 
invigorates us. In these periods of blackness we can 
discover truths for the betterment of our living. Without 
exaggeration it may be said that the entire human race 
is at present existing in a night of horror. The sun of 
peace has set. In many countries the light of freedom has 
been extinguished and terror stalks abroad. Everywhere 
the shadow of a monstrous tyranny dims the joy of life 
and threatens the collapse of civilisation’ No greater mis- 
take could be made than to pass hasty judgment and 
describe the world as God-forsaken in the sense that He 
has abandoned it. Rather should we condemn the world 
as God-forsaken in the sense that peoples and their rulers 
have tried to banish Him from it, with the awful result 
that we now see. Awaking to that vital truth, mankind 
may be ready to acknowledge that “ this is none other than 
the house of God, and this isthe gate of heaven,” and 
endeavour to reconstruct the world as a fit habitation of 
the Divine Presence. Without a vision like this, men will 
again lose their sense of right direction when the struggle 
is ended and fail to reach the goal of enduring peace. The 


vision is there for all to behold even in the night of warfare, | 


to guide them when the sun rises again.

MUSSOLINI HAS THE JITTERS 


The * Jewish” Fitth Column | 
FARINACCI URGES “TOTAL DESTRUCTION” 


Jews in Italy are faced in the immediate future with new 
persecutions by the authorities. Lhe country’s increasing 
difficulties, the growing spirit of deteatism, and opposition 
to the war make it necessary for the Fascists to give the 
Italians anti-Jewish circuses to replace the bread that the 
Nazis have stolen from them. The REGIME FASCISTA, in a 
typical article, admits that there is in Italy an internal 
front “ which is vastly powerful and extremely dangerous.” 
“ This fifth column,” it adds, “ has relations with the British 
and with the Communists and the Jews of the rest of the 
world. Italians, wake up! The nation is in danger. @Ve 
must expel the snipers of the internal front and send them 
to the concentration camp.” And according to one report, 
Farinacci, the Jew-baiting editor of the REGIME Fascista, 
has become the instrument of Hitler in Italy, taking orders 
over Mussolini's head. 

His paper now clamours tor the “ total destruction of the 
Italian Jews, whether or not they have been exempted trom the 
Jew-laws.”” 

The Jew-hunt is on, and the helpless victims have no defence, 
save in the sympathy of Italians who detest Mussolini's pro- 


Nazi policy and his reckless bartering of Italy's heritage to- 


his master in Berlin. Already it ts reported that the Italian 
Government is drafting a series of drastic new Jew-laws. This 
month, the Ministry of Food issued an order restricting the food 
rations allotted to Jews to half those allotted to non-Jews. 

Up to now, the lot of Italian Jewry has not, on the whole, 
been unbearable—certainly not as compared with conditions in 
Germany The present Jew-laws have by no means been rigorous- 
ly enforced. Although the Jews have officially been eliminated 
from economic life, better-off Jews. still manage to carry on 
business, and the poor and destitute to receive relief from their 
communities. The number of Italian Jews, at present about 
40,000, has been but little decreased as a result of emigration 
—for one thing the Italian authorities will not provide any 
emigration papers: and the United States’ [Italian immigration 
quota is comparatively negligible. 

Jews are not allowed to serve in the armed forces—and so 
have not had to take part in the Russian campaign. Eleven 
Jewish generals were placed on the retired list as a result of 
the Jew-laws: but when after a British air raid, a torpedo boat 
was sunk in an Italian harbour and experts ‘were unable to 
refloat the ship, one of the retired Jews, General Pugliese, was 
called back and actually performed the difficult job within six 
months. Labour Service does not exist in Italy. 

The position of foreign Jews has been more precarious. Up 
to the outbreak of war they were centred in Milan and Rome. 
Milan, at that time, had 4,000 foreign Jews, and Rome 2,000, 
mainly German and Austrian Jews. The Jewish communities 
of the two cities, assisf@d by the American Jewish Joint Distri- 
bution Committee, provided for their maintenance 

These relatively favourable conditions were changed directly 
war broke out. All over Italy arrests were made of German, 
Austrian, British, and French Jews. French and British 
Christians were not arrested, though forbidden to leave their 
places of residence. The arrested foreign Jews were at first 
taken to the local prisons, where they: spent a trying period. 
Though the treatment was good and food sufficient, the filth 
and vermin were intolerable. There were several deaths. The 
authorities eventually ordered the prisoners to be removed to 
internment camps, where they were housed in barracks with 
Straw bedsteads to sleep on. They received between 6} and 
8 lire daily for food, and had, as a rule. only light work to do, 
such as road repairs‘and harvesting. There was a large amount 
of leisure. 


Six thousand Italian Jews and 1,000 foreign Jews left Italy 
during. October, according to Radio Paris, quoting a Rome 
report. The report gives no details of the circumstances of 
their departure, nor of their destination. There are still 39,400 
Italian Jews and 3,700 foreign Jews in Italy, it was added. 


MORE CZECH EXECUTIONS 


People Resist Jew-Baiters 


Thirty-eight Jews have been executed recently in the 
Czech Protectorate of Bohemia and Moravia, report 
Czechoslovak circles in London. Jews constitute ten per 
cent. of all persons executed, although they comprise only 
about two per cent. of the total population. : 

One, Alfred Wilhelm, fatled to disclose his Jewish origin, and 
thus secured employment as an electrical technician in an im- 
portant armament factory; for this “ miserable mentality.” he 
was hanged. Henry Fest, of Loftic, suffered the same penalty 
for allegedly being a member of an illegal Jewish organisation 
which aided the enemy Dy means Of spying; and severai Other 


Jews were executed on charges of being members of secret . 


military organisations. 

These savage sentences will only increase Czech sympathy 
with the Jews, which the Nazis have completely failed to 
destroy, and which iS making them despair of ever gaining the 
support of the Czech people. The pro-Nazi Naropni POLiTiKa 
declares: “ The harmful Jewish influence must be eradicated. 
Workers and employees, wherever you hear of any cases of 
Czechs favouring Jews, report them to the editor! Philo- 
Semites will be publicly exposed.” 

A-zeT, another pro-Nazi paper, insists that Czechs who buy 
commodities which the Jews are not allowed, and who secretly 
sell such commodities to the Jews, should be denounced. 

Still another, Cesxe Sitovo, deplores the fact that many Jews 
are still living comfortably in many villages, thanks to the 
good will of the local populations. 

Naropni Pourrika has criticised Czech film producers for 
making use of “ old topics lacking in interest,” and informing 
them that it is their duty to “ educate the nation” by means 
of pictures showing “the pernicious activities of Jewish para- 
sites" in order that Czechs who “ pity Jews” should learn 
better. 

The Fascist VtayKa expresses alarm at the fact that “ non- 
Aryans" wearing yellow badges have been visiting churches 


in Prague and have been offered front pews by Czechs. The 


article suggests that “ non«Aryans ” should be prohibited from 
entering churches and Christian cemeteries, regardless of whether

German Production Company, whose policy is controlled b 
Goebbels; and it is stated that Julius Streicher is in Paris 

lanning production of a French edition of his vile anti- 
Jewish paper, the SrueRMER. The publication on January 
i, it is stated, is to coincide with a big anti-Semitic cam- 
paign in press and radio throughout occupied France, 

The anti-Semitic propaganda exhibition, “The Jews and 
France,” in Paris, according to the Paris Radio, is to remain 
open for some time yet in consequence of its “ great success.” 

French prisoners of war are now asked by the Nazis to 
state their views on the Jewish question. On their answer, and 
on those to a series of other questions, depends their release. 

Recently, the wives and families of French prisoners were 
invited to attend the Paris anti-Jewish exhibition. 


JEW-LAWS FOR FRENCH NORTH 
AFRICA 


Decrees controlling the entry of Jews into the legal and 
medical professions, and the law concerning the admission 
of Jews into higher educational establishments, have been 
extended to be applicable to Algeria. Jews must give up all 
activities forbidden to them by December 15 at the latest. 

Jews in Algeria have been foroindden to possess motor-cars. 
Car-owners must register them with the authorities, who will 
take possession of them and determine the amounts to be paid 
as compensation. 

The Jewish Communal Council of Tunis has been dissolved 
and the affairs of the community will in future be administered 
by a committee of notables selected by the Government. 


The advent of winter weather is resulting in bitter suffering 
for thousands of aged men and: women in detention camps in 
unoccupied France, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency is iniormed 
by American relief workers. At Rivesaltes, where there are 
also over 2,600 children, there are no heating facilities 
whatsoever. 


Fourteen Jews have been arrested by the Vichy Government 
authorities in Nice on charges of being actively engaged in 
assisting General de Gaulle’s Free France Movement.

“NEW ORDER” IN THE BALKANS

were accused of pro-Allied activities.

in Palestine) to Mr. Winston Churchill, to President Roosevelt, 
and to Professor Brodetsky. 

A similar message to Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, President of the 
World Jewish Congress in New York, .adds that the Jews of 
Palestine propose that the World Jewish Congress should pro- 
claim a period of two minutes’ silence, to be observed simul- 
taneously all over the world, as a protest and in mourning for the 
murdered Jews. 

In Novi Sad, Yugoslavia, four Jews have been executed on a 
charge of conducting pro-Russian propaganda: The Nazi 
authorities admit that during the last four months 212 Jews and 
18 Jewesses have been executed by them in Yugoslavia. 

In Belgrade the Nazis have arrested the head of the Jewish 
community, Dr. Pape, and twelve members of the Communal 
Executive. They will be tried by a court martial on charges of 
giving financial and other assistance to Serh guerrilla bands. 
Thirty-six prominent Jews have been arrested at Vinkovci on 
similar charges. In yet another country—Bulgaria—a Jew has 
been sentenced to death for allegedly killing a German soldier 
and attempting to set fire to a petrol dump. 


The much-publicised Nazi “ Freemasonry Exhibition" in- 
augurated in Belgrade recently to spread the belief among the 
population thai all their evils are due to Freemasons and Jews 
has failed utterly, reports the Dai_y TELEGRAPH AND MORNING 
Post. Believing that material inducements might overcome the 
Serbian people's open scorn for Nazi propaganda, the occupa- 
tion authorities began offering prizes to people visiting the 
exhibition. The Serbs, however, have disdained all such induce- 
ments, and the exhibition remains deserted. 

The Rumanian Ministry ot Justice has declared null and 
void all verdicts obtained by Jews against Aryans in Rumanian 
courts during the past twenty years. Jews who obtained verdicts 
compelling non-Jewish defendants to make them payments will 
be required to return the payments with interest to the defendants 
or their heirs. Similarly, “ Arvans ” who lost claims against 
Jews will now be able to demand payment.

Slovakia’s Reward for Jew-Baiting 


That Slovakia, largely due to its anti-Semitic activities, 
has become “dear to Hitler's heart” is the slavish boast 
of the Hlinka Guard—Slovakia’s counterpart of the Nazi 
stormtroopers—expressed in its organ, the GarpisTa. 

“ We are firmly convinced,” says the journal, “ that the final 
victory of the principles of New Europe will also be the victory 
of Slovak rights, which have been repeatedly guaranteed us in 
quarters which are already determining the future destiny of 
Europe. At the present time the independent [sic] Slovak State 
is presenting itsclf in its best light to the powers of the New 
Europe, and has become dear to Hitler’s heart. Slovakia’s 
economic solution of the Jewish question, and especially the 
heroic fight in the East, entitle Slovakia to share in the European 
victory.” 

The Hlinka Guard has now been officially entrusted with the 
administration of anti-Jewish measures in Slovakia. In 
particular, the Guard will undertake the control of Jews in 
the labour camps. Kubala, chief of the Hlinka Guard. will 
be in charge. 

Specially selected units of the Guard are to receive special 
training. Fifty selected men will be sent to Germany to attend 
courses there for several weeks so that they may in turn train 
the new units. 

Following the escape of many young Jews from local forced 
labour units, and at the request of the Hlinka Guard, the 
authorities have detained as hostages the heads of the Jewish 
Communitics of Stropkov, Sabinov, and °Me7zilborce Ihe

DUTCH JEWS DIE IN AUSTRIAN 
CAMP 


At least 680 young Dutch Jews, says the Voice oF THE 
N&ETHERLANDS, published in London, have been arrested in 
various parts of Holland and sent to the concentration camp 
at Mauthausen, Upper Austria, Three hundred and filty of 
them were imterned there during the February troubles tn 
Amsterdam, about 100 arrived in May, and another 230 
in June. At the end of July 130 of them—about one in 
five-——had already died: and at the beginning of October 
news was received that the number of deaths had increased 
to about 400. 

In the last three weeks of Scptember, it continues, 
rate was about SO a week 

No information was given as to the cause or circumstances 
of the deaths, and nerther the ashes nor the personal belongings 
of the deceased have been returned to their relatives All indica- 
tions point to the conclusion that the high death-rate was 
caused by extremely hard labour. cruel treatment, bad nutrition, 
ind bad hvygieric conditions Food parcels could not be sent 
to internees of this class, so people in the Netherlands could 
do nothing to improve thetr diet, 

In Netherlands circles it is suspected that the large number 
of deaths among the internees is due to the work. they were 
forced to do in the mines 

All the imternees were in the prime of life, they ages varying 
from 18 and 35 


U.S. LABOUR AGAINST LINDBERGH 
Hitler’s Fifth Column ” 


“ The efforts of any such as Lindbergh to disunite the 
American people on such un-American tissues as anti-Semitism 
must be ferreted out and exposed as Hitler's Fifth Column,” 
declares a resolution passed last week by the C.1.0., the power- 
ful American Labour confederation. “ Whereas Hitler and the 
Nazi Government in their drive for world conquest directly 
menace the security of the Unned States, it ts resolved that the 
American workers cannot and will not tolerate any appcase- 
ment of. any elements or forces which seck to undermine 
American democracy 

“ The American people,” the resolution added, “demands that 
all the aides of Hitler in this country, be they home-grown 
quislings or representatives of his puppet States such as Vichy 
France. must not be permitted to cause dissension or sow the 
seeds of disunity.”

MR, FRISCHER’S APPOINTMENT 
Czechoslovak Jewry Gratified 


[From a Correspondent} 


One of the implications of Mr. Ernest Frischer’s appointment 
as member of the Czechoslovak State Council in London its the 
recognition by Dr. Benes’ Government of the pre-Munich status 
of Czechoslovak Jewry. This was brought out by Dr : 
Zelmanovits, Chairman of the Natonal Council of Czecho- 
slovak Jews in England, at an Executive meeting which warmly 
welcomed Mr. Frischer’s appointment, and expressed its convic- 
tion that it would greatly assist m strengthening the whole- 
hearted support of world Jewry for the Czechoslovak cause. 
At the same time, he declared, it represented an acknowledgment 
on the part of the Czechoslovak Government of the great 
sacrifices being made by Czechosiovak Jews under the Nazi heel 
and of the part they were playing in the Czechoslovak Army in 
England and the Middle East. 

The appoimtment of Mr Frischer has already been welcomed 
by leading Jewish organisations in Great Britain, the United 
States and Palestine; and the Executive of the National Council 
of Czechoslovak Jews in England has once again reiterated its 
firm determination to continue the Czechoslovak fight for libera- 
tion, with whole-hearted confidence in President Benes. 

It is now stated that Mr. M. R. Springer, of Praguc, 
has been nominated Orthodox Jewish Adviser to the Czecho- 
slovak Government and State Council, The nomination has 
been made-by the Union of Orthodox Jews from Czechoslovakia, 
at the request of the Czech Government. 

Mr. Springer, who was in charge of the Political Bureau of 
the Orthodex Communal Organisation in Prague, is already 
honorary Jewish adviser to the Ministry of Social Welfare. He 
has been closely associated with all Czechoslovakian activities 
in Britain since the arrival of the Government in London. 


JEWS OF THE WESTERN 
HEMISPHERE 


Pan-American Conference in Baltimore 


A Pan-American Jewish Conference opened last Sunday 
at Baltimore, U.S.A., under the auspices of the World 
Jewish Congress. Delegates were present from Argentina, 
Bolivia, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, 
El Salvador, Uruguay, and Venezuela, as well as from the 
United States and Canada. 

Ihe delegates heard a speech by Mr. Sumner Welles, U.S.A. 
Under-Secretary of State, who urged a more liberal immigra- 
tion policy on the part of the Latin-American nations He 
added that President Roosevelt and the United States Govern- 
ment were deeply interested in problems of retugee setticment. 
Other speakers included Rabbi Stephen S. Wise President of 
the World Jewish Congress, and Dr. Nahum Goldman, Chair- 
man of the Congress's Administrative Committce 

A cable has been sent to the Conference by the Polish Jewish 
Representation in Palestine asking American Jewry “to heip 
fight tor the restitution of an independent and democratic 
Poland, to secure full and equal rights for Jews, and to increase 
aid to the refugees and war victims.” 

Greetings have also been sent by Dr, Schwarzbart, the Jewish 
member of the former Polish National Council welcoming the 
conference as “the first great effort to organise American 
Jewry in a front bearing the historic responsibility tn the fight 
for the victory of civilisation, the freedom of nations, and the 
principles of justice.”

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THE RIGHT TO FIGHT 


ZIONIST spokesmen have reacted energetically, and 
sometimes testily, to the comments which THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE felt it an urgent duty to pass last week upon 
the present position of what has come to be known as 
the Jewish Army project. Of that no complaint need 
be made. - It is easy to understand the pain—indeed, it 
would be impossible to excuse its absence—which they 
must endure at the setback to a plan which must. lie 
so close to their hearts, and the success or failure of 
which holds so much of hope or disappointment for the 
Jewry of the future. Nothing is to be gained, however, 
in a vital issue of this kind from an exchange of debat- 
ing points or a discussion as to who is indulging in 
pilpulistic exercises. All that could result from such 
misemployed vigour would be that the public mind 
would be confused and the whole project bogged in 
endless argumentation, It is better to keep to the broad 
high road and try to discover how a proposal upon 
which all parties are agreed can be transformed into 
accomplished fact. That ts what immediately matters, 
and the constructive policy adumbrated in_ these 


columns, and referred to below, is eminently relevant 


io the situation. 

The first thing to do ts to get clear minds on. the 
guestion of where the project for a Jewish fighting unt 
now stands. One thing “ sticks out a mile.” There has 
been no withdrawal, either in the issued correspondence 
or in the Parliamentary discussions last Tuesday, of the 
approval in principle which the Government has given 
to the proposal. We may assume, therefore, that this 
approval still holds, on grounds both of justice and 
expediency, whatever difficulties may be interposed at 
the moment by considerations of immediate practic- 
ability. 

lt is objected that though the plan may be approved 
it is, nevertheless, not to be implemented. On _ this 
point we now have an important statement by the 
Colonial - Secretary, Lord Moyne. In replying to a 
question by Lord Strabolgi, the Colonial Secretary told 
him that Dr. Weizmann “ asked for a final answer. I 
am afraid that | cannot say whether it would be of any 
use to reopen the matter.” There ts in these words no 
definite dropping of the proposal, no formal declaration 
that the door was irretrievably slammed and bolted. 

It must be pointed out, however, that the last post- 
ponement of the project followed a most unfortunate 
incident in the negotiations. For the Colonial Secretary 
revealed this. week that in September the Zionist leader 
had based a request for a final statement of Govern- 
ment policy on the fact that “ he would prefer a definite 
refusal to another uncertain postponement of the 
scheme.” This diplomatic fawx pas was certainly not 
calculated to persuade a harassed Government to lay 
aside practical obstacles out of a desire to conciliate the 
Zionist leadership. British Governments never have 
been amenable in negotiation to this attitude, especially 
in a matter in which their co-operation is sought after, 
at a time. moreover, when they are beset with seemingly 
endless and often mighty and most urgent problems; 
and we may be sure that Mr, Churchill follows his own 
advice and yields in negotiation only to the badgering 
of hard reason, instinctively resisting anything that may 
appear either unreasonable or petulant. Indeed, this 
diplomatic blunder is so unlike Dr. Weizmann that one 
is forced to see in it the triumph of the poorly-equipped 
advice with which he is surrounded over his own better 
judgment. That even after this error the reply on the 
question at issue should not have taken a more decisive 
form is a fact not to be overlooked. . 

The position now, however, is that the approval in 
principle still remains, and suspension of progress rests 
purely on difficulties of supply and transport. That 
marks out plainly the future course for the Jewish 
masses and, one hopes, for their leaders. They must 
by all reasonable means keep this vital proposal for a 
Jewish fighting force before the Government and the 
country—spreading Knowledge of the justice and 
expediency of the plan and pressing for tts practical 
adoption. The Zionist spokesmen having by their own 
admission failed, a request should be made to the 
Government themselves to set the plan going, with the 
fullest co-operation of Jews in the free lands—including, 
of course, Palestine, as we explicitly stated last week. — 

It is patently obvious that the all-out aid for Russia 
which has been so wisely determined upon has placed 
very real difficulties in the way of proceeding with the 
Jewish Army project as formerly conceived. But 
initial steps can be adjusted, even radically altered 
The simple elementary 
training for a small Jewish force—capable, of course, 
of considerable expansion—could be undertaken. Nor 
need it be necessary to transport recruits “in consider- 
able numbers” to this country from the U.S.A. and 
Palestine. The Americar volunteers at least could be 
trained in Canada, and perhaps those in Palestine in 
situ. It is important to repeat: their numbers, to begin 


with, need not be considerable. The use of the phrase 
“a Jewish division ” has added to the resistance to the 
project of those who were acutely aware of shortages, 
for the phrase connotes in military minds inclusion of 
certain highly and complicatedly equipped units. But the 
important, the imperative thing is that a Jewish military 
force, part of the British Army, should at last take 
definite shape. Jews who, God knows, are inured to the 
exercise of patience will await with confidence -its 
development. They know, too, that their fortitude has 
military exigencies as its allies, for the country is plainly 
nearing the end of its man-power, if it has not already 
reached it, and facts, in the long run, are more potent 
than hesitations and even physical difficulties such as 
the Government pleads. 

We would urge the Government, with all the emphasis 
at our command, to reconsider the position and take 
action on the practical lines we have suggested. Surely, 
a proposition that. has long enjoyed the approval in 
principle of the Prime Minister and the Government 
cannot be allowed to fade out merely because there are 
obstacles in its path at the moment. That is certainly 
not Mr. Churchill’s way. | 

We claim a Jewish fighting force in the name of 
justice, and we support that claim with the most obvious 
reasons of expediency. We contend that a plea founded 
in righteousness and supported by reason will not be 
set aside by him whom Providence has placed as the 
leader of Britain in her finest hour. Jews know well 
that no just cause can ever be a lost cause, however great 
the difficulties that beset it. In that knowledge Jews must 
continue to work and plead for their right to fight as 
Jews—and if they persist, in reason and in righteousness, 
the satisfaction of their claim will not be long withheld. 


APPEAL ANARCHY 


A SPEAKER In the Deputies’ discussion on the inadequacy 
of the response to the Board’s appeal raised the not 
irrelevant question of the appeals recently issued from 
Zionist quarters. His remarks drew from the Secretary of 
the Zionist Federation (Mr. Lavy Bakstansky) a statement 
that in his experience joint appeals had always failed. 
This is a sweeping and surprising avowal from one who was 
associated with important appeals for the refugees. Some 
proof of the proposition is clearly called for. The view 
whicn has been consistently maintained in these columns is 
that the very opposite is the case, and that that fact supplies 
good ground for the rationalisation of communal pleas and 
their efficient adjustment to the communal purse. The plan 
of launching one big appeal, to cover all deserving causes. 
has certainly succeeded among American Jewry. It has 
now been put into operation in the case of the London 
hospitals, and is being tried out among Jews in_ the 
provinces. We suggest that Zionists, too, <hould try the 
experiment, and not first launch an appeal for one branch 
of their movement and quickly follow it up with a cam- 
paign for another. These successive appeals. particularly 
if long drawn out, merely prevent other causes no less 
meritorious from getting a fair chance: whereas one com- 
bined effort would be just to all and, incidentally, save a 
lot of man-power, paper, postage—and oratory. There is 
certainly a good deal-to be said for the argument that we 
ought to appeal all the time because somewhere money is 
being made all the time. But we must not overlook the 
fact that even the patient Jewish public may tire eventually 
of the eternal old music and demand a change of song. 
Obviously, the only way to extract the most, to utilise the 
optimum amount of time, and to collect the money in the 
fairest way is by a united appeal. In present conditions, 
and with the uncertain future, the sooner the rationalisation 
of our fund-raising methods is taken in hand the better for 
all concerned. Since the Zionist appeals are the simplest, 
most manageable, and most potently equipped, it would be 
both a feather in the Zionist cap and a few more pounds in 
the Zionist pocket if we were to have as an example to 
others a United Palestine Appeal in this country. 


FREE FRENCHMEN AND JEWS 

A WEEKLY publication, JoHN BuLi—recently published 
an “open letter” to General de Gaulle, in which it was 
alleged that anti-Jewish feeling has developed “to an 
alarming extent” in the Free French Forces. The bare 
possibility of such a thing is obviously so totally out 
of accord with all the reasons for the existence of this 
army, as well as with the solemn promises of its leaders, that 
one scanned the “letter” for at least some concrete and 
convincing evidence. But if there was anything” alarming ” 
in the conduct of the Free Frenchmen, it was not sub- 
stantiated by cold facts. On the contrary, some references 
to the article which we printed in our last issue with the 
object of more or less forcing confirmation if that were 
possible have elicited, from a Jewish soldier in the Free 


French Forces in a good position to know, a most cate-. 


gorical denial of the allegation. This will, of course, be 
displeasing to mischief-makers bent on besmirching the 
General's gallant Movement and of subtly arousing. ill-will 
against Jews. But it is very welcome to Jews, particularly 
to those, many of them readers of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, 
who are participating in the General's historic struggle. 
One cannot but believe also that it will be cordially received 
by our contemporary, which, with good motives no doubt, 
found itself giving currency to the report in question. 
There must be a few even in this country who are anxious 
to discredit the Free French, as indeed to do anything to 
weaken the Allied effort; and a busy editor may be excused 
if he is sometimes victimised by someone who, probably 
quite unknowingly, is led to do the work of. the enemies 
within the gates. 


IRELAND AND NAZISM 


THe Heratp, to whose kindly references to Tur 
JewisH CHRONICLE centenary a word of sincere recognition 
is due, publishes this week the first of a series of articles in 
which the Rev. Dr. Heenan records what war-time Ireland 
is thinking. The writer is careful to emphasise that the 
articles do not contain his own views but only his impres- 
sion of the views of others, and this denial in advance one 
must, of course, fully accept. Whether the publication by 
our contemporary of the pro-Nazi, anti-British, and anti- 
Jewish sentiments attributed to Irishmen is calculated to 
help or impede the national war effort is, however, another 
matter: and some might think that whatever gain it might 
bring by way of explaining the puzzling w: attitude of Eire 
to Catholics nearer home would be exceeded by the damage 
done through the spreading of jaundiced views and mis- 
chievous falsehoods, and the stirring of ill-feeling at this 
critical time. Indeed, Dr. Heenan confesses that he himself 
anticipates with “a certain malicious joy ” the frictions his 
reports will set up, and which one might think were hardly 
to be encouraged. Nor will feeling over here be exactly 
mollified by the striking similarity that exists between the 
arguments of Nazified defeatist circles in this country and 
those now said to be current across the Irish Sea. 


SICKENING HYPOCRISY 


IN fairness, however, it must be stressed that great masses 
of Catholic citizens and certainly the most highly placed and 
best instructed Catholic opinion in Britain are impervious 
both to perverted views and imported prejudice. They are 
certainly not among those Catholic quarters on which, 
according to the Diplomatic Correspondent of THe Times 
Messrs. Hitler and Ribbentrop have an eye and which “ turn 
a less disapproving and less penetrating gaze than the Pope 
on the pagan doctrines of Nazism and the totalitarian wor- 
ship of the State.” They will have observed that at the 
moment when Europe was being summoned to a sort of holy 
crusade against Soviet atheism and materialism, Hitler was 
sending Rosenberg, his most blatant atheist, to take charge 
in the occupied areas of East Europe, including Russia. 
After that exposure of impudent Nazi hypocrisy, even 
surely the least informed citizen must recognise where 
religion. resides, and where the real danger to it lies— 
provided that the facts are squarely brought home to .him. 


THE LATEST JEW-MASSACRE 


A CORRESPONDENT, Mr. Jacob Sarna, expresses his aston- 
ishment at the utter apathy with which the report of the 
cold-blooded massacre by Rumanians of 25,000 Jewish men, 
women, and children in Odessa has been received by both 
the Jewish and non-Jewish public of this country. Yet the 
truth about -this apparent failure to respond to a ghastly 
happening that would in past years have sent men like 
Gladstone on a flaming campaign of righteous indignation 
is not hard to discern. It is not that. Britons, who have 
fed daily on horrors in these last two terrible years, have 
grown inured to them, and become less humane than their 
fathers, but that they have come to the conviction that 
torture and murder must continue so long as the foul Nazr 
system endures and have determined to devote every ounce 
of energy and treasure they possess to extirpate it, root and 
branch, from the earth it reddens and defiles. The time, they 
recognise, is Overpast for vain protests which only mock 
the speakers by their proven futility and lose effect through 
their very iteration and reiteration. What is demanded now 
Is action—-and by what people more than the Jews whose 
blood, on the Continent, has been made to flow in torrents 
far wider and deeper than that of any other community? 
They have been, and are, Nazism’s chief victim and for 
them it has set aside its largest charnel house. Freedom, 
security, and above all honour, demand a Jewish reply to 
the Jews’ prime and relentless enemy. Self-respect demands 
it. The Jewish Army must give the answer to the Jewish 
holocaust, and in so doing help to save all mankind. That 
would be the only worthy response to the latest savage 
outburst. 


YOUNG MR. COHEN 

Some days ago, Sir Robert Waley Cohen returned to the 
scenes of his boyhood’s triumphs. Under the influence 
no doubt of happy memories of far-off days, he addressed 
the University Jewish Society at his Alma Mater with a 
gusto and a fine disregard for such crabbed old encum- 
brances as logic and reason which would have done credit 
to the most ebullient “undergrad.” For the purposes of 
the fun he set up the Jewish State Idea as a kind of cross 
between a lay figure and a punch-ball and proceeded to 
lash into it regardless, discovering in the process—to pre- 
serve the ringside simile—a good deal more sweat than 
science. If novelty was lacking it was because somehow the 
rumour had got about before that Sir Robert did not like 
Zionism. By declaring, however, that he was a Zionist but 
opposed to political Zionism, he provided the one touch 
of novelty—a new and first-rate definition of an anti-Zionist. 
But he didn't explain why the implications of statehood 
should preclude equal treatment for citizens in a Jewish 
State but not in, say, the U.S.A. and Britain. Nor did he 
invoke the ghost of Macaulay to draft a constitution out 
of the Atlantic Charter, nor explain what “ special privi- 
leges” Jews at present enjoy—except it be that Palestine 
is barred to them alone, But all’s well that ends well: “A 
heated discussion followed” and, we may be sure, a good 
time was had by all. After which young Mr. Cohen, it is 
to be feared, crept out into the knight.

proper sense of pride and honour in the glorious traditions and 
history of our people, pinning its hope for the future of Jewry 
on the. establishment of Eretz Yisrael as the spiritual and 
territorial centre of the Jewish people. In all these great funda- 
mental principles of Judaism it has spoken in the name ol 
world Jewry.

PROBLEM OF GERMAN-JEWISH STUDENTS 


Ihe cases of two German-Jewish students who studied for 
five years in Germany for their: Ph.D. degree, and did not have 
it officially ‘contirmed because of their “ race,” are to be con- 
sidered by Leeds University Senate 

The men possess proof of their study and their submission 
of theses in letters from their professors to the Ministry which, 


in ‘Germany, decides whether awards shall be made. The 
letters. state that the students have satisfied their professor and 
conclude with Heil Hitler“ over the professor's signature. 


At Leeds, a Ph.D. takes two years, and study can only begin 
after the taking first of a B.A. or B.Sc. The suggestion has 
been made that the men might be permitted to sit for the first 
English degree and, if successful, study for the higher Ph.D. 
This 1s one of the matters the Senate will have to decide.

EDUCATION IN THE MIDLANDS 
Birmingham Conference

A CATHOLIC ON THE JEWISH PROBLEM 


Father Ryan and I wo Solutions 


Ireland alone among the European nations had been free from 
the charge of inhumanity towards the Jews, said the Very Rev. 
A. Ryan, Professor at Queen's University, Belfast, lecturing in 
Dublin. Whatever sins had been committed by Catholics 
against the Jews, the Church itself had never been guilty. There 
were two chief solutions of the Jewish problem, he said. The 
fursit—Zionism—was the creation of a Jewish National Home. 
but the future of that policy, as applied to Palestine, was 
extremely doubiful, and in any case Palestine could never 
attract more than a minority of the Jews of the world. 

The other solution,. he continued, said in effect that since the 
Jews had a home nowhere they must. have a home everywhere. 
While i behoved all Christians to accept Jews as their guests, 
there must be certain conditions, as the whole history of Jewry 
proved: for to claim unrestricted rights of immigration and 
unlimited liberty of action, as some Jews claimed, was to ignore 
human psychology and to ask for trouble. It was only reason- 
able that the numbers and conditions of immigration should be 
regulated by the vital interests of both parties.

He moved a resolution, which was adopted, that the con- 
ference should constitute itself into a permanent body to deal 
with the question of the provision of Passover food and the 


observance of the Festival by these children as far as possible 


on the lines of last year. 

Ihe conference discussed how best to secure support from 
institutions and associations, 

Mr. David Goldblatt said that they had: got to do something 
very rapidly, and the money or guarantees must be forthcoming 
before the beginning of next year. Otherwise he could not 
envisage any body that would be able to carry the thing through 
again 

; we .are fighting a lone fight for these children.” he said 
“No one is helping excemt these institutions, and unless we 
can use the most drastic means to get the money quickly, Ht ts 
bound to be a failure.” 

Mr. Leo Elton suggested persistent individual canvassing

SALE OF POULTRY 
Ministry of Food Prosecution 


The case was opened at Thames Police Court on Tuesday 
which United Kosher Poulterers Ltd. were summoned fo: 
selling poultry by wholesale to their different kasher retailers at 
above the maximum price, There were summonses against each 
of the directors of the company for the same offence and there 
were also summonses against the directors and six members ol 
a group known as the Licensed Kosher Retail Meat Traders 
Buying Group for conspiracy to enable United Kosher 
Poulterers Ltd. to sell poultry above the maximum prices 
between July | and September Itt last. There were other 
summonses against the company for selling poultry by retail 
above the maximum price. 

The case, as outlined by the prosecution, was concerned with 
an additional charge of 3d, per Ib, which it was alleged had 
been made in certain transactions and which it was further 
alleged, was an overcharge by the company.

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JEWS’ RIGHT TO BE FREE 
Prof. Brodetsky’s Challenging Address 


Jews must have the courage to say to the world, “ You are 
suffering to-day because eight years ago, when Hitler came on 
the scene, you refused to admit that the attack upon the Jews 
was an attack upon human beings.” So declared Professor S. 
Brodetsky in a challenging address on “ Jewish Freedom” at 
the Anglo-Palestinian Club, W., last week. He was giving the 
opening lecture of the winter term of the Institute for Jewish 
Learning, Professor E. Mittwoch presiding. 

The experience of the last generation, said Dr. Brodetsky, has 
shown that real freedom was to be found among the Eastern 
Jews, and that very often real slavery was to be found among 
the Western Jews. The freedom and liberty which they talked 
about was measured too often in terms of the external, over 
which the individual might have very little control. Real liberty 
should be measured in terms of the internal freedom. If the 
Jewish problems of the future were going to be approached 
by men and women who were internally enslaved, then these 
problems were prejudiced in advance, and there was no like- 
lihood of their being able to deal with them successfully. 

They must not accept the, existence of discrimination and 
put round it a beautiful halo and call it “ the Jewish mission.” 
continued Dr. Brodetsky. He wanted to be able to show to the 
world that what had been done by the Rumanians to the Jews 
in the last few weeks was a crime for which civilisation would 
have to pay, because civilisation had for a century allowed 
Rumania to behave like that towards Jews. . 

They must liberate themselves from the galut which they had 
imposed upon themselves, in the last century in particular. He 
did not mean, he explained, that they should go about waving 
flags, shouting accusations, and adopting a policy of selfishness. 
He had been asked more than once by prominent Jews in 


Britain ““why do you always talk about Jewish rights and 
Jewish claims? Surely Jews are only one per cent. of the 
world.” He believed that the Jewish position only deserved 


one per cent. of the interest of humanity. But where was that 
one per cent?. Were not Jews always forgotten when the time 
came to make any settlement? Was not the situation in this war 
that the Jews were the poor relation who must not be 
mentioned”? 

[here was no question, he said, of his putting Jews before 
humanity. The question was of his including Jews in humanity 
and of his saying that all human beings were entitled to ther 
human rights—‘* mecluding Jews.” 

Anti-Semitism was no longer.a problem of the Jewish people. 
but a world problem, a world lunacy which was used for the 
purpose of undermining civilisation. In order to fight it, they 
must realise, he declared, that Judaism meant not merely the 
separation of Jews from others, but that thev undertook to 
live a life which was. moral and ethical. And they had got to 
he free about it. They must refuse to accept the principle that 
they were responsible for the crimes of other Jews. They must 
produce a feeling of sympathy among non-Jews 


OPPONENT OF JEWISH STATE IDFA 
Sir R. Waley Cohen on “ Unreasonable Demand ” 


[From our Correspondent—CaMBRIDGE] 


A meeting of the Cambridge University Jewish Society was 
recently addressed by Sir Robert Walcy Cohen, K.B.E.. Mr. 
S. G. Cohen presided, 

After speaking on the various domestic problems of Anglo- 
Jewry, Sir Robert went on to refer to the idea of a Jewish 
State. He asserted that it was fundamentally unsound “I 
think. that the Jewish State is frightfully vicious in principle,” 
he said. It would be a State which would of necessity 
differentiate between citizens on the ground of race and religion 
As he saw it, it could onty. mean a State in which the govern- 
ment was by Jews, for if non-Jews participated in the government 
if could not be called a Jewish State. On the fundamental 
theory of just government he hoped to see this “ unreasonable 
demand for a State” withdrawn. The idea, he declared, was 
repuenant to Jewish ideals 

Sir Robert said he hoped to see continued development in 
Palestine with complete freedom for economic progress. To 
ensure. this. most. careful constitutional provision would be 

ssary,. The constitution governing the country should con- 
form to the famous Atlantic Charter, and should extend justice 
and freedom to all and give favour-to none. Such a Palestine 
would attract large numbers of Jews and would bring out the 
best in. Jewish traditions. The greatest spiritual forces . had 
arisen from Palestine and Sir Robert said he was convinced 
that in the future the culture emanating from Palestine would 
iilumine the world, He trusted that Jewry would be supported 
by the next generation. which would clamour for the oppor- 
tunity to play its part in the world on a basis of equality with 
others, and not ask for special privileges. 

Ihe speaker declared that he was convinced that once the 
fear of oppression by a Jewish majority had been removed 
from the Arabs, they would welcome Jewish immigration to 
the greatest possible extent, for they were only too well aware 
of the wonderful benefits Jews had to bring to the country, 
and of the phenomenal rise in their standard of living since the 
conmunecncement of Jewish immigration. He believed that unsound 
political aspirations had made the wonderful Jewish achieve- 
ments in Palestine sour in the face of the world. 

Declaring that he was a Ziontst and had worked for Palestine 
both spiritually and materially, Sir Robert said he did not, 
however, believe in the political programme for Palestine. He 
by expressing the hope that Jews “ will not tre their 
flag to a brittle mast, in the final presentation of our case.”

FEIA HILLMAN 
Piucky Conduct in Arab Riots 


The death has occurred in Jerusalem at the age of 94 of 
Mrs. Feia Hillman, mother of Dayan Hillman (formerly of 
London and now living in Palestine), and grandmother of Mrs. 
Herzog, wife of the Chief Rabbi of Palestine 

Shortly after Mrs. Hillman arrived in Palestine the house 
in which she was living in Hebron collapsed in the 1928 earth- 
quake, but she mirqculously escaped injury. In Hebron she 
lived in the household of Mr. Slonim, the manager of the 
Anglio-Palestine Bank, who together with his family, with the 
exception of a baby, was massacred in the 1929 riots. Mrs. 
Hillman was in the house at the time 17 people were massacred 
by the Arabs. She saved herself by feigning death. To see 
if she was alive the Arabs cut her hand but she, an old lady 
of 82, did not utter a sound. She showed bravery also in the 
1936 disturbances when the district in which she lived outside 
Jerusalem was attacked several times but she refused to leave:

THE REFUGEES 


“GIVE REFUGEES A CHANCE” 
Labour Ministry Official’s Plea 


That matters concerning the employment of friendly aliens 
should be left in the hands of the police, who are direct 
responsible for measures of safety and national security. 
is the opinion of Mr. E. J. Fair, of the Ministry of Labour. 
Austrian and German refugee department. Mr. Fair (writes 
a Jewisn CHronicte representative) addressed a meeting 
called last week by the Women’s Publicity Planning Associa- 
tion, of which Mrs. Israel M. Sieff is the Chairman, and 
at which she presided at her home last week. The 
audience consisted mainly .of Austrian refugees, who were 
advised by Dr. Edith Summerskill, M.P.. to ftorm an 
Advisory Committee of Austrian refugees for the purpose 
of getting Austrian women absorbed into the labour market 
on work of national importance. 

Mr. Fair said that as far as he was aware, not a single instance 
of irregularity in the behaviour of a Jewish refugee had 
been reported, and added that owing to the interference of 
officials and of members of the staff of some factories, the nation 
was being deprived of the services of some persons whose assist- 
ance was of vital importance for production He cited an 
instance in which a friendly alien, whose conduct was so fat 
vouched for that he had actually been in Government employ, 
was engaged in a factory for a vital purpose. He was, however, 
not accepted by a local authority on a purciy tormal objcction 
Women had been refused work at milk bars on the ground 
that they might in that position overhear information that might 
be of use to the enemy, and yet there -was no doubt 
but that the refugees from Naztr tyranny-had not only better 
reason than even English-born women for wanting to secure 
the defeat of Hitler, that they realised more seriously 
than did some English people the need tor concentrated, urgent. 
and serious national effort in order to overthrow the Nazi 
war-machine, 

Mrs. Sieff asked the Austrian women present to sink their 
political differences and to combine for the single purpose ol 
giving every possible assistance to the war preduction of those 
nations who were fighting for freedom and democracy 


ALIENS FOR CIVIL DEFENCE 


Mr. Herbert Morrison. Minister of Home Security. has 
called the attention of local authorities to the question of 
emploving aliens in Civil Defence services.

HOW REFUGEES “WENT TO IT” 


The industrial registration of friendly aliens in Britain 
Shows that 85.7 per cent. of men between 16 and 65 and 
women between 16 and 50 are in full employment, it is 
announced. The 14.3 per cent. officially “out of work” 
include invalids and unemplovable men and women. 

A high percentage are engaged in front-line war work 
the men in the Pioneer Corps, munitions, Civil Defence, and 
medical services, and the women in the A.T.S.. W.A.A.F., 
W.R.N-S., nursing services, and war factories. 


Nearly 400 refugees who were sent to Australia in the s.s. 
Dunera last year are now on their way to England for con- 
sideration for release from internment. All are Austrians or 
Germans whose friendliness to the Allied cause has been estab- 
lished after-close inquiry. Many of the retugees have volunteered 
for service with the Pioneer Corps. 

It will be recalled that incidents that occurred in the ship 
on her outward voyage led to an official inquiry.

LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 


Praise for Staff’s Heroism in Air Raids 
GRAVE BURDEN OF OVERDRAFT 


The annual Court of Governors of the London Jewish Hospital 
was held on Sunday at the Nurses’ Home, Beaumont Square, 
E. Dr. J. Burnford, Vice-President, was in the chair, 

Major F. M. Green, O.B.E.. Chairman of the Council, in 
moving the adoption of the 26th annual report and the balance- 
sheet for the year ending December 31, 1940 (which was carried), 
said that the delay in calling the meeting was due to the loss 
of the records due to enemy action and to the delay in printing 
to the same reason. 

There was a general feeling, he said, by the public that there 
was now no need to subscribe to the hospital as generously 
as before. The impression was that the Government was 
running the hospital, an impression that was not true. They 
received only 29 per cent. of their income from the Government 
for the keeping ready of beds and adequate staff to deal with 
possible air-raid casualties. They were as much dependent 
for their voluntary work upon the support given them by the 
public as ever belore. 

They had gone through a difficult period, continued Major 
Green, in which the staff behaved heroically without any fatal 
casualty being sustained Two of the most scriously injured 
of the nurses had now returned to work. Their thanks were 
due to Dr. Burnford, who was now taking part as a medical 
man in his third war: to Dr. Gordon: to the Matron and staff: . 
and to Mr. G. E. Put and Mr. Brodie, who had done extremely 
well in their secretarial capacity. They had two refugee doctors 
as Resident Medical Officers who had been. placed on. the 
Temporary Medical Register in accordance with the rules laid 
down for them, The nursing stafl was causing them consider- 
able difficulty, particularly in the senior. positions Nurses 
are at a premium just now, said the speaker, and their positions 
were exiremely difficult to hill

In their last report the Counc 
mentioned that if the level of the. 1939 income could be main 
tamed, the accounts for 1940 should balance However, the 
income fell from £21,037 to £16,481, but a balance was achieved 
as the mamlenance cost in fell to £16,078 It is essential 
that the pre-war volume of voluntary gifts shall be maintained 
if the hospital is to continue its work and finally to take: its 
Part in post-war reconstruction, not only as a hospital. but as 
a centre of cultural life for the Jewish medical profession.”

limit for trainees

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THE MENACE OF CONVERSIONISM 


German Jewry’s Tragic Example 
DISINGENUOUS COMPLACENCY ALLEGED 


From Dr. CECIL ROTH 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Since it was by me that attention was called in the first 
instance to the conversion problem in Oxford, it is my veracity 
that is impugned by Mr. Neville Laski’s statement (as reported 
in your issue of Novembe: 14) that the accounts are exaggerated 
and that the situation does not therefore call for alarm. 

1 wish that this were so. But, unhappily, | have documentary 
evidence of the conversion in Oxford of 11 Jews.and Jewesses 
in a period of little more than a year: of the public baptism of 
an entire family at the Cathedral on Good Friday; and of the 
conducting of systematic missionary work among Jews at a local 
refugee hostel. Since this matter teceived publicity, investiga- 
tion has become more difficult: but I have been informed of 
more than one instance of persons now being given Christian 
instruction as a prelude to apostasy, and even of another very 
recent case of the simultaneous baptism of a: group of German 
Jewish girls. It is hardly to be doubted that only a minority 
of instances come to my personal atténtion. 

It is a situation which, if only to allay our own conscience, 
demands action, not bland contradiction. A meeting was indeed 
summoned last July to consider the matter, but it was postponed 
and has never taken place. Cultural activities were proposed to 
counterbalance those under church auspices, and it was 
suggested that lecturers should be brought from London for 
the purpose; but we are still awaiting them. When I. suggested 
that advantage should be taken of the presence of almost every 
Jew at service during the High Festivals to give a systematic 
_ course Of addresses on the fundamental principles of Judaism, 
the idea was treated with levity. 

On the other hand, apostates are permitted, without protest, 
to frequent the Jewish Communal Centre, conducted under 
Synagogal auspices: not only converts of long standing, who 
may conceivably feel the reawakening of their Jewish conscience, 
but even recent apostates, who boast to those whom they meet 
of their recent attendances at church, and who carry on sub- 
versive activities outside, utilising perhaps the contacts they 
have made there. (It is true that the Centre is supposed to be 
open to all creeds, but traitors to Judaism are assuredly in a 
separate category.) The resentment voiced by some of. those 
who attend (not to mention.my own protest) has been neglected. 
Instead, we afe fobbed off with an assurance that the problem 
has been exaggerated; not the culprits, but those who complain, 
are being arraigned. It was my sense of shame at the inertness 


of our congregation in the face of this spectacle that determined 


me to withdraw from the committee at the recent election. 
[he situation is not peculiar to Oxford, as I am assured by 
correspondents who have written to me since my former letter 
appeared in your columns: it menaces English Jewry as a whole. 
It may be true that some of the apostates are refugees who are 
carrying to its logical conclusion the process interrupted at 
home. But this is not by any means the case with all: and in 
any event our Community, with the disastrous German example 
before its eyes, must view with apprehension the further growth 
of a dejudaised “ non-Aryan” element in its midst. 
Anglo-Jewry is awaiting a lead. Are we going to get it? 
1 yield to no one in my devotion to the traditional forms of 
our faith; but I am convinced that to combat this menace, 
mainly due to an all-pervading ignorance, we need more than 
the perfunctory recital of the prescribed liturgy supplemented 
by aimless sermons. It is necessary to bring life back to our 


Synagogues by the systematic exposition of the fundamental. 


principles of Judaism, the moral discipline of its ceremonial 
laws, its application to the social and economic problems of the 
hour, the vitality of the prophetic message, and the eternal 
validity of the Jewish way of life. It is only thus that the con- 
. Versionist menace and growing apathy (the precursor of apostasy 
in the next generation) can be averted. Unless the Synagogue 
takes Judaism seriously, it is idle to expect the outside world, 
or the unhappy marginal element. to do so.

HAMPSTEAD GARDEN SUBURB SYNAGOGUE 


Minister’s Distinguished Career 


As reported in a recent issue, Rabbi Dr. I. Weinstock has 
been appointed Minister at the Hampstead Garden Suburb 
Synagogue in the place of the Rev. H. Bornstein, now serving 
as a Chaplain to the Forces. Dr. Weinstock 
came to this country from Vienna. He is a 
graduate of the University of Vienna, where 
he received his Ph.D. degree in History, 
Semitic languages, and Philosophy. He is 
also a gradvate of the Viennese Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary, where he gained the 
Minister's Certificate and the Rabbinical 
Diploma Several books and theses on Jewish 
and cognate matters have been written. by 
Dr. Weinstock 

While still a youth De. Weinstock received 
from leading Rabbis in Poland and Lithuania 
with the highest distinctions. 
Despite his youth (he is now only 32) the Rabbi took an active 
part in the cultural and communal life of Austrian Jewry 
He was Officer of Hebrew Educaiton, National Commissioner 
for the organisation and establishment of Jewish cultural work, 
teacher at the Chajes College in Vienna for Modern Hebrew 
Language and Literature, lecturer at the “* Volks-Hochschule ” 
in “ Knowledge of Judaism,” President of the Mizrachi Federa- 
tion for Austria, and a member of the Executive of the Austrian 
Zionist Organisation, President of the United Religious Youth 
Organisations, and Executive member of the Youth Aliyah. 

In England he became the founder of the Javneh Association 
for Jewish cultural activities and the editor of the publications 
of that Organisation, and arranged, before the intensive bomb- 
ing, lectures and study circles on topics of Jewish learning and 
interest. He was also active in organising and teaching advanced 
classes in various districts for the Jewish Religious Education 
Board and the Talmud Torah Trust, and later for the Joint 
Emergency Committee in evacuation areas, for the Letchworth 
Hebrew Congregation and the Jewish Secondary School at 
Shefford., 


A new session of the Oneg Shabbat-Mlava Malka of the 
Hampstead Garden Suburb Synagogue was opened last week 
at 53, Linden Lea, N.2 (by permission of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Mazin). An address was given by Dr. Nathan Morris on 
“What is Wrong With Education.’ Rabbi Dr. Weinstock 
presided. 

Dr. Morris said: “I have seen our children in evacuation. 
The authorities have told me that they gain honour and credit 
for the Jewish Community. They do not fail us where they 
are now; we, too, must not fail them when they come home 
after the war. We must offer them Jewish schools that shall 
form their souls and energies in the Jewish way, and a Com- 
munity that shall command their respect and love.”

Workers’ Circle Public Meeting 


In response to Moscow Jewry's recent appeal, an aid-to- 
Russia meeting, organised by the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Circle Friendly Society, was held at the Toynbee Hail 
Theatre, Commercial Street, E., recently... 

Mr. S. Silver, who ided, said there were two reasons for 
holding that meeting. ¢ first was to give a spurt to the collicc- 
tion of money for Soviet medical aid, for which they had col- 
lected £350 in two weeks. Their intention was to raise £500, but. 
it seemed that that sum would be doubied if not trebled. The 
second reason was to give an answer to Moscow Jewry’s recent 
mcssage: 

Dr. N. Barou moved a resolution expressing their desire to 
respond to Moscow Jewry’s appeal and the hope that close 
co-operation would ensue with the Jews of the U.S.S.R. in the 
fight against the Nazi evil and with the later gigantic task of 
rebuilding Jewish life after the victory. : 

Mr. A. L. Easterman, in supporting the resolution, said the 
whole matter was simply this: the greatest Ally, the greatest 
a Ally, of Great Britain was fighting the greatest, enemy 
of mankind and they were asked to support that great Ally in 
that fight. What was needed was full, complete, and immediate 
whole-hearted co-operation with the only fighting Ally that was 
worth while for this country. : 

Mr. S. S. Silverman, M.P., said that the end of the Tsarist 
regime saw the collapse and end of the authors and architects 
of Jew-baiting and anti-Semitism m that country. He had no 
doubt that at the end of this war they would equally see the utter 
destruction, collapse, and final extermination of those respon- 
sible for the creation in Germany of a society whose head and 
front was anti-Semitism and the making of the Jewish people the 
first of a long line of victims. In the new civilisation the Jewish 
people would find a place for themselves in the great families of 
nations and would hold a worthy place, as they were entitled, in 
a comradecly and progressive world. 

Other speakers were Professor H. Levy, Mr. Morris Myer, and 
Mr. B. A. Bagnari.

YOUNG ARTISTS GET A CHANCE 


Exhibition of Sculpture and Pottery 


The Artists’ International Association and the Free German 
League of Culture have combined to give an exhibition of 
sculpture, pottery, and sculptors’ drawings at 36a, Upper Park 
Road, N.W.3. 

The show has exceptional value, because young sculptors get 
by no means a fair deal in England. Until — are established 
they seldom get a chance to show their work except tucked 
away in the odd corner of an exhibition of pictures. 

This time the rounded arts of sculpture and pottery are 
rightly combined, and curiously enough necessity—" It's an ill 
wind "—has given a furthe: charm to the exhibition. For most 
of these sculptors arc exiles: — are without studios, materials, 
and variety of tools. Their work is necessarily limited im scale. 
And this has its advantage For sculpture ts in general a 
only by wealthy men whose houses are large enough to display 
it. Most of the works in this exhibition, on the contrary, can 
be shown to the best advantage in a small room. They can 
therefore be looked at in a friendly way as daily companions, 
rather than in the distant perspective of museum picces. 

There are a few old friends among the exhibitors. Peri pro- 
ceeds with his concrete which is still more successful ‘in_ the 
round than in relief. Elizabeth Spurr shows her lovely “ Pine 
Martin ” in Peruvian boxwood Bernard Leach and John Cole 
are represented by stoneware and pottery worthy of exhibition 
by the side of sculpture. a 

Helen Munro's alabaster “ Cat” is an individual visualisa- 
tion disciplined by its material. In a more naturalistic tradition 
are Georg Ehrlich’s bronze “ Standing Boy " and quietly smiling 
* Mona” in terrastone. There are similar works by Anna 
Mahler, daughter of the composer, contrasting with the terra- 
cotta “ Bird” which Willi Soukop has formalised almost to 
abstraction. Renée Mendel’s “* Man with Umbrella “ is amusing, 
but a more sculptural conception is Theo Balden’s pyramidal 
“ Work, Work, Work.” Carrying on the Rodin tradition 
worthily is A. Jaray’s “ Leidenschaft,” but of all the works here 
I would give the palm to the bronze “ Bust " by J. Abbo. It 
has an Eastern depth of being and simplicity of execution, 
so that it was not surprising to learn that Mr. Abbo is an 
Egyptian. He worked in Berlin for some time, but his Semitic 
origin compelled his departure. Gs 


ELECTED PRESIDENT OF OXFORD UNION 


Honour tor Palestinian Jew 


[From our Correspondent—OxForD) 


Mr. Gershon Hirsch, who was the first Palestinian to hold 


office in the Oxford Union, has been elected President of the 


Society for next term after acting successively as Secretary and 
Librarian. 

Of the three candidates who contested for the post, two were 
Jews, the other Jewish candidate being Mr. B. Wigoder, the 
retiring Treasurer, who was second in the poll. 

The Hon. Derek Mond was elected Secretary. 

In his. speech in the presidential debate on the “ Liberal 
Party,” Mr. Hirsch declared that he was a Jew who had come 
to this country from Palestine; he made a striking reference to 
the sullerings of the Jewish people, which created a deep 
impression, and he was. loudly cheered on resuming his seat. 
“ The world will see no peace,” he said, “ until justice is done 
to this ancient people that has been subjected to untold suffering 
for so many hundreds of years."”" He claimed for it equality 
and freedom to live according to its ways, and freedom to work 
out its own destiny according to its own traditions. They would 
not rest, he concluded, until the Shield of David, which was 
now a sign of shame in Berlin and in Europe, would, both in 
the old and in the new world, be looked upon as a sign of 
dignity and respect. 

Mr. Dingle Foot, M-P., Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare, one of the subsequent speakers, 
referred to Mr. Hirsch’s “ peroration on behalf of the Jewish 
people,” in complimenting the speakers. Among other speakers 
were Mrs. Corbett Ashby, Mr. George Ridley, M.P., and Mr. 
R. H. Crossman, and the company included the Vice-Chancellor 
of the University. ‘

US. ENVOY AND TEL-AVIV 


The news fhat Tel-Aviv has repaid its 
first foreign loan comes to us at the same 
lime as the news of the tribute paid to the 
city by Mr. Laurence A. Steinhardt, U.S. 
Ar. bassador to Russia, who flew over it in 
the aeroplane that took him to the airport 
of Lydda from Persia. It was actual, 
through Mr. Steinhardt, | believe, that in 
1923 Tel-Aviv received its £75,000 loan. as 
he arranged the matter with Judge Bernard 
A Rosenblatt, the Chairman of the New 
York State Bank, which granted the loan. 
Judge Rosenblatt and Mr. Steinhardt are 
related by marriage, and it is of interest also 
to ‘recall that Mr. Steinhardt was a nephew 
of the late Samuel Untermyer, whose ‘law 
partnership with Louis Marshall was one of 
the most famous in American legal history. 
Mr. Steinhardt himself was for some vears 
a member of the law firm of Guggenheimer, 
Untermyer, and Marshall.

For many years he 
represented the Jewish Community on the 
City Council! of Moravska Ostrava. Since 
1937 he has been a member of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the World Jewish 
Congress. As already recorded, he knows 
om Nazis at first hand, as he was imprisoned 
y the Gestapo, but escaped to Palestine. 
He is expected to arrive in England next 
month.

Mixed Vegetable Soup 


Vegetable stock, 2 qts.: 2 medium carrots: 
1 small turnip; | parsnip: medium potato: 
3 or 4 sticks celery with green leaves; 1 or 2 
outside cabbage leaves; 1 leek: a little onion 
(if available); margarine, 1-2 0z.; pearl barley, 
medium oatmeal, and chopped parsley, | table- 
spoontul of each; salt, pepper, and bay leaf. 

Prepare vegetables, slice celery and leek, 
shred cabbage, and dice other vegetables, or 
all can be put through a mincing machine. 
Melt margarine, add vegetables, and cook over 
a very gentle heat for 10 minutes, keeping it 
well stirred. then pour on vegetable stock, add 
seasoning, and bring to the boil, stir in barley, 
and cook gently for 2 hours; remove bay leaf, 
mix oatmeal with a little cold water, stir into 
soup and simmer another 10 minutes, add 
chopped parsley and serve very hot. 


Mulligatawny Soup 


Cook I} lb. any mixed vegetables available 
in 2 qts. stock till tender, then rub through a 
sieve. Melt 1 oz. margarine, stir in a table- 
spoonful each of flour and curry powder. and 
gradually stir in vegetable purée; add an apple 
peeled, cored, and chopped, and stir till boiling. 
Add 2 tablespoonfuls rice, and simmer gently 
for half an hour, keeping it well stirred.

It was the increase in tonnage which became payable because 
of the lowering of the pay limit which gave rise to the pros- 
perity of the post gold standard years. It was this increase ip 


pavable tonnage which enabled the industry to expand produc-

Some increase in working costs ts unavoidable in 
war time. but it is still within the power of the Government to 
offset much of it I should now reduce indirect taxation as 
much as possible whether in the form of duties or excessive 
railway charees. which artificially increase living and working 


costs 
POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT 


It is pleasing to note that the policy of the Government 
is to do everything in its power to prevent inflation, but in 
view of the rise in costs it is questionable whether every possible 
check has been applicd. The ill effects of a vicious spiral of 
rising costs are nowhere greater than’in a country such as 
this, whose wealth is so largely based on the possession of 
marginal gold ore Nowhere as the experience of the past 
seven years has proved, does a UWescending spiral benefit a 
country more generously 

In addition to the production of gold the industry has assisted 
in every. way towards the successful prosecution of the war. 
Munitions production in the mine shops has, with experience, 
gained momentum, and the output is appreciable Large 
numbers of able-bodied employees, representing a substantial 
percentage, have been released for active service. and our best 
wishes are with them. At the same time our sympathy is with 
those other employees who through no fault of their own 
cannot be spared ror active service

The news that Tel-Aviv has repaid its 
first foreign loan comes to us at the same 
time as the news of the tribute paid to the 
city by Mr. Laurence A. Steinhardt, U.S. 
Arbassador to Russia, who flew over it in 
the acroplane that took him to the airport 
of Lydda from Persia. It was actual, 
through Mr. Steinhardt, | believe, that in 
1923 Tel-Aviv received its £75,000 loan, as 
he arranged the matter with Judge Bernard 
A Rosenblatt, the Chairman of ihe New 
York State Bank. which granted the loan. 
Judge Rosenblatt and Mr. Steinhardt are 
related by marriage, and it is of interest also 
to recall that Mr. Steinhardt was a nephew 
of the late Samuel Untermyer, whose ‘law 
partnership with Louis Marshall was one of 
the most famous in American legal history 
Mr. Steinhardt himself was for some vears 
a member of the law firm of Guggenheimer, 
Unitermver, and Marshall.

DAYS 


Mixed Vegetable Soup 


Vegetable stock, 2 qgts.; 2 medium carrots; 
1 small turnip; 1 parsnip: medium potato; 
3 or 4 sticks celery with green leaves; | or 2 
outside cabbage leaves; 1 leek; a little onion 
(if available); margarine, 1-2 oz.; pearl barley, 
medium oatmeal, and chopped parsiey, | table- 
spoonful of each; salt, pepper, and bay leaf. 

Prepare vegetables, slice celery and leck, 
shred cabbage, and dice other vegetables, or 
all can be put through a mincing machine. 
Melt margarine, add vegetables, and cook over 
a very gentle heat for 10 minutes, keeping it 
well stirred. thea pour on vegetable stock, add 
seasoning, and bring to the boil, stir in barley, 
and cook gently for 2 hours: remove bay leaf, 
mix oatmeal with a little cold water, stir into 
soup and simmer another 10 minutes, add 
chopped parsley and serve very hot. 


Mulligatawny Soup 


Cook I} tb. any mixed vegetables available 
in 2 qts, stock till tender, then rub through a 
sieve, Melt loz. margarine, stir in a table- 
spoonful each of flour and curry powder, and 
gradually stir in vegetable purée; add an apple 
peeled, cored, and chopped, and stir till boiling. 
Add 2 tablespoonfuls rice, and simmer gently 
for half an hour, keeping it well stirred.

It was this increase im 
pavable tonnage which enabled the industry. to expand produc- 
tion until it is now distributing in costs yearly, double what 1 
was distributing in 1932, but with a rising pay limit the whole 
process will be reversed. The fall in the pay limit which took 
place during the post standard years resulted from an imcrease 
in the gold price arising from world conditions out of this 
country’s control. Any rise in the pay timit which results from 
an increase nm working costs 1s to some cxtent within the 
country’s control and: to that extent should be strenuously 
resisted With the tremendous effect which the falling pay limit 
has upon the whole well-being of the country fresh in our minds 
it is possible to realise the contrary effect which a rise in the 
pay limit must have and the vital necessity of doing everything 
to prevent it.
